LORD AVEBURY’S VIEWS 


ON MUNICI 


Special Cable. 

ONDON, April 27.—Lerd Avebury, 
who is better known in the 
United States as Sir John Lub- 

bock, is generally regarded in England 
as one of its greatest authorities gn 
everything that pertains to municipal 
trading. His views-carry weight be- 
cause he is not only head of the great 
banking. house of Robarts, Lubbock & 
Co., and chairman of the London bank- 
ers, but has also been president of 
every learned association in. Great 
Britain from the royal society down. 
It is not merely as a shrewd ohserver 
on the outside that his knowledge of 


municipal trading has been acquired. 
He was for several years a member 
of the London county council, and its 
first vice chairman. ; 

As municipal trading is one of the 
questions now being keenly agitated 
in America, his views on the subject 
cannot fail to be of interest to Amer- 
fean readers. I, therefore, asked him 
to express an opinion on the results 
of ithe recent London municipal elec- 
tion in which the party that stood for 
municipal trading was so badly beaten. 
He said he preferred to write out what 
he had to say, and here it Is: 

“6 St. James Square.—Sir: In reply 
to your letter, 1 beg to say that I 
rejoice at the result of the late 
municipal elections in London, being 
convinced that the embarking by muni- 
cipalities in commercial undertakings 
is undesirable mainly on five grounds: 

“First. Their legitimate functions and 
duties are already enough, if not in- 
deed more than enough, to tax all their 
energies and fill up al their time. 

“Second. Municipal trading has _ in- 
volved and will involve an immense 
increase in municipal debt. 

“Third. It will involve municipalities 
in labor disputes. 

“Fourth. As there will not be the 
same stimulus to economy and atten- 
tlon( there will be a great probability, 
not to say certainty, that one of two 
things will happen: either there will 
be a loss, of the service will cost more. 

“Fifth. It is a serfous check to prog- 
ress and discovery. The working classes 
will, of course, be the greatest suffer- 
ers. 

“It is obvious that municipalities and 
governments cannot. give the same 
care and thought and attention to de- 
tails as pfivate firms and companies; 
the services and products must, there- 
fore, be more expensive. The national 
output will be less. Wages, however, 
in the long run, are governed and 
determined by international competi- 
tion. 
cotton mills and fron works could not 
raise their wages, or they would ruin 
their markets. 

“With the same, therefore, or prob- 
ably with lower wages, working men 
would have to pay a higher price for 
the necessaries of life. But this is not 
all. At present they are free. They 
can choose their employer’ and their 
employment. Under the new system 
this would not be possible. They cedild 
not choose their employer, for there 
would only be one. Nor could they 
choose their employment. If the state 
or the municipality is to be responsible 
for them, worKmen would have to do 
as they are bid. At

Scientists regard him with 
equal admiration on account of his 
brilliant researches and discoveries in 
the domain of ratural history. He is, 
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in fact, probably the only man living 
who has won such high distinction in 


the three careers of business, science 
and politics—not to mention his success 
as an author with over twenty-five 
books to his credit,

TO SIGNIFY “OWING ALL”

ONDON, April 27.—Owen Hall, whe 
3 wrote “The Geisha’ and ‘Floro- 

dora,”” and who hag just died, was 
not, of course, named Owen Hall in 
reality, but just plain James Davis. It 
may not be known to Americans, how- 
ever, that there was any special signifi- 
cance in the nom de plume chosen by 
this amazingly successful librettist. But 
the truth is that its selection wag a grim 
Pun on the part of Davis, who might 
have stepped straight out of Henri Mur- 
ger’s ‘Vie de Boheme.” Owen Hall] stood 
simply for “owing all,” and Davis once 
remarked that perhaps-it would have been 
still more fitting if he had called him- 
self ‘‘Payne Nun’’—‘‘paying none.” 

This facile writer made pots of money, 
yet he was always in debt and frequent- 
ly “broke.” <A year or 60 ago he wrote 
an uncommonly candid autobiography, tn 
the course of which he said: 

“I suppose I shall go on working in 
harness till I get one of the only two 
experiences I have never had, death and 
solvency.”’ 

The first came to him thig week from 
acute gastritis—but solvency he never 
achieved. ‘“‘Money has always been my 
Stumbling block,’ he declared in his au- 
tobiography. ‘I neverfould get enough 
money and I never could manage it. I 
suppose I am cursed with an erratic tem- 
perament, or @ careless one, or perhaps @ 
dishonest one, but the fact remaing that 
no matter how much I have earned in my 
life I do not think I have ever been out 
of debt since I left school at Kew owing 
two and ninepence to the tart woman.’’ 

Most of the money that Davis made out 
of his stage pieces was lost at the track. 
He is saiq to have received $10,000 for 
the manuscript of “A Greek Slave” and 
to have parted with every penny of it in 
three weeks. Small fortuneg also came 
to him from “FPilorodora,” “An Artists’s 
Model,” and, of course, “The Geisha,’’ 
but they all melted rapidly, ‘for,’ he 
wrote, ‘Y make it a rule to allow my 
weekly expenditure just to exceed my 
weekly income.’”’ 

The story of how Davis or Hall began 
writing musical comedies is interesting. 
While in a train one day he met George 
Edwardes, who had just produced a new 
piece at the Gaiety. Edwardeg asked 
Davis what he thought of it, ana Davis, 
who was then doing journalistic pot-boll- 
ers, replied that he believed he could 
write a better one. “All right,”’ replied 
the manager, ‘‘you shall do the next one.”’ 
Thus “The Gaiety Girl” came to be. In 
writing it, Davis practically invented the 
musical comedy as we know it today, 
and as Mr. “Owing All” or Owen Hall, 
he lost no time in working the gold mine 
he had discovered.

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FLINT AND FRICTION. 


Methods by Which Primit ve Man Pro- 

cured His Fire. 

Doubtless the production of fire by 
sparks from the flint was followed by 
the discovery that friction would pro- 
duce a flame. In regions where suit- 
able stone was not easily found the 
inventive agorigine devised the whirl- 
ing stick, or fire drill. This was a 
stick of hard wood with its lower end 
set in a hole in a block of very soft, 
dry wood. 

The stick was held upright between 
the hands and whirled by rubbing the 
palms first one way and then the oth- 
er. A moderate downward pressure 
was exerted, and as the hands worked 
down on the stick they were occasion- 
ally shifted to a higher hold. 

An improvement on the hand whirled 
drill was the application of a bow for 
rotating it. The first man to make @& 
bow drill is entitled to fame as the 
first inventor of a machine, for he 
combined several working pleces in 
one apparatus for accomplishing a de-’ 
sired end. 

This father of inventors must have 
cconceived the idea that if he should 
make a turn of his bowstring around 
a stick and fix the two ends of the 
stick in holes he could rotate the stick 
much more easily and rapidly than 
was possible with the hands, produc- 
ing great friction and heat much 
quicker and with much less exertion. 
We can imagine we see him—a great, 
brawny, hairy man, with a bit of @ 
goatshin for clothes—sitting cross- 
legged at the mouth of his cave and 
rigging up the first operative machine 
that was to produce fire. 

He must have procured a large piece 
of soft, dry dead wood and hollowed 
a spot for the lower end of the stick. 
Then putting this under a slanting 
rock, he must have wedged another 
block of soft wood above the. stick. 

Having fixed them solidly in place 
by plling stones around them, he 
would then take a turn of his bow- 
string around the stick and draw it 
back and forth rapidly, securing a 
blaze in a short time. 

With what triumph he must have 
viewed his work when the first jet of 
flame burst from the smoking, charred 
mass that he had coaxed into flery ex-

“ppear in pvblic, in the conventional 
somber frock coat and top hat of civiliza- 
tion. As a spectacle they are distinctly 
disappointing. 

‘Sestern rulers are different. They look 
aifferent. They wear gorgeous raiment. 
And when they stir abroad they don’t 
smile anyq simper, and jerk their heads 
lke automatons when people cheer them. 
No king can look dignified doing that. 
Dusky potentates accept homage 4s a 
matter of colirse, and treat it with lofty 
indifference, 12s becomes men who regard 
chemselves as a higher order of creation 
—real kings, and not figureheads. 

here {s no sovereign in the world who 
1 accustomed to receive more abject 
ho.noge than his majesty of Siam. He 
pos esccs a most imposing string of ti- 
tles. Among other things he jg supreme 
erbite: of the ebb and flow of the tides, 
wrother of the moon, half-brother of the 
Bun and owner of four-and-twenty golden 
umbrellas.

He !{s invested wtih 
powers as autocratic as those of the czar 
of Russia, but his is a paternal despotism 
whjich is not tempered by assassination. 
Giamase folk don’t throw bombs, and 
none of them have yet reached that stage 
of enlfghtenment in which monarchs are 
regarded as costly superftuities. Chula- 
longkorn ig not requtred to lead the stren- 
uous life. He can take things as easy as 
he pleases. His income is something like 
$10,000,000 a year. His gorgeous royal 
palace at Bangkok is a walled and ba:- 
tlemented city within a city. Behind tne 
Hine of not very warlike sentries, who 
guara its massive gates, is contained 
tressure far in excess of the loot obtained 
Jy the greatest feat of robbery committed 
in nodern times—the sacking of the sum- 
mer palace of Pekin in 1860.

No European queen, probably, is so 
rich in jewelry as the Supreme Queen 
of Siam. She has a huge safe or cas- 
ket, the handicraft of a London firm, 
in which repose marvellous necklets, 
pendants, bracelets, and ankliets of 
diamonds, rubies, emeralds and pearls 
galore. The second queen owns a 
scarcely inferior casket and each of 
the other wives has her own special 
hoard. The national jeweler has a 
standing order for $500,000 worth of 
jewelry to be delivered to the king 
every year, much of which is distrib- 
uted among the favorites of his harem. 
But his own collection of' jewels ana 
bijouterie far surpasses that of any 
of his consorts. Within the last few 
years it has been enriched by the pur- 
chase of many of the rarest and most 
costly gems that have appeared in the 
European market. His jewel reposi- 
tory 4s sald to occupy the entire wall- 
space of the royal bedchamber which 
is itself, In many respects a work of 
art. 


Throne of State. 


This throne of state is second in 
magmMficence only to the marvelous 
Peacock throne of Persia, It is largely 
composed of gold and studded with 
precious stones. His mantle of state is 
without doubt the most costly garment 
in the world. It is of great antiquity 
and is handed on from king to king, 
each one aading to it some bejewelled 
embellishment. It ig lHterally covered 
wiht gems. So valuable is it that six 
armed soldiers mount guard over it 
day and night. It is supposed to be 
donned only once a year when his 
majesty pays his respects to the por- 
traits of his ancestors. 

The royal palace, originally 
structed by European artisans, some- 
thing over a hundred years ago, in- 
ternally presents a strange mingling 
of European and barbaric splendor. 
Chulalongkorn has done maich to mod- 
ify the latter. No fewer than -thirty 
rooms have been fitted up with Louis 
Quinze furniture spectally sent out 
from Englane. The great drawing- 
room, in particular, has been dealt 
with in a most costly fashion, the fur- 
niture being in solid Spanish mahog- 
any, and having the Siamese coat-of- 
arms worked upon each article. The 
royal white elephants, which are al- 
ways associated in the popular imag- 
ination with Siam, are not yet en- 
tirely a myth and a memory, inasmuch 
as four or five ponderous, drab-colored 
beasts may still be seen in the royal 
stables, but they are not now used for 
state ceremonals. 

How far contact with western civil- 
ization has modified Chulalongkorn’s 
religious views nobody knows, but 
nominally, at last, he adheres to the 
state religion which is aq decadent 
form of Budahism on which many su- 
perstitions have been grafted. The 
huge place is girdled by a holy rope 
which has been blessed by the priests 
and is, therefore, supposed to form an 
effective barrier against the flendish 
host whose special prey. is royalty and 
its multitudinous offspring.

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LEGACY. CAUSED 
HER TO SUICIDE 


London Woman Was Hounded 
for Inheritance Tay, 


She Was Poor and Had Received as 
Legacy Free Use of Apartment. 
Government Pursued Her 8e 
for Tax That She Took 
Ammonia.

London, April 27.—Legacies have been 
having ill effects in ‘(London of late. As 
@ sort of sequel] to the story which I re- 
ported last week of an aristocratic young 
Englishman, who was left a fortune of 
$110,000 and exchangéd it all for ‘“‘ex- 
perience,”’ there comes to light another 
pathetically interesting case. It is that 
of Mrs. Annie Hearn, g poor woman of 
south London, who, with her husband, 
had been left the free use of a small 
room, and who was so worried by gov- 
ernment demands for an “inheritance 
tax” of ‘$60, that she finally ended her 
life by taking ammonia. 

The story was told by Micheel Hearn, 
\the woman’s husband, at the coroner’s 
inquest, and the man's simple tale is a 
severe indictment against British offi- 
claldom for its pettiness in pressing the 
poor and half-starved couple for the 
“succession duty.’’ Michael Hearn him- 
self was so weak and ill when he en- 
tered the witness box that he could nat 
stand. He told the court that he had 
been out of work for three months, and 
all that he and his wife had to live on 
was two shillings and sixpence (62 cents) 
a week. This, he said, had been given 
them by a Roman Catholic priest. 

He said the owner of the hoyse in 
which he lived had died recently, jeaving 
a will by which he and his wife were to 
be allowed to live in the small room 
they occupied rent fuee. While they were 
struggling along on the verge of starva- 
tion, the government tay collectors were 
pressing them for the $60 succession duty 
On the legacy. The wife was fearfully 
worried by the government demands, and 
feared lest the officials should take away 
the one little room they had to cal! their 
own and turh them into the street. To 
completely blacken their sky, the heir to 
the house was also etriving to obtain 
possession of the room occupied by the 
starving couple. 

The other day, after weeks of worry 
and approaching starvation, the woman 
set herself free from the hounding tax 
collectors by drinking some liniment con- 
taining ammonia. The jury returned @ 
, verdict of “suicide during temporary in- 
sanity, caused by worry and semi-starva- 
tion accelerated greatly by worry.”’

Thomas Beecham had control of his 
great business at St. Helens until 
about thirteen years ago, when he re- 
linquished it to his son, Joseph Beech- 
am, who has since had the entire 
management. The founder of Beecham’s 
pills was a model business man. He 
insisted on the strictest punctuality in 
every department, and every one who 
had business relations with him ex- 
pressed the most perfect confidence in 
his methods, He leaves two sons- 
Alderman Joseph Beecham, who was 
mayor of St. Helens a few years ago, 
and Dr. W. Beecham, of London. 

The world-wide renown of Beecham’s 
pills sprang from very small begin- 
nings. A netive of Oxfordshire, Thomas 
Beecham as a youth went to Wigan. 
Then about fifty years ago he com- 
menced at St. Helens, Lancashire, the 
manufacture and sale of Beecham’s 
pills, At first the business was en a 
very small scale, Mr. Beecham selling 
the pills from a atall in the market- 
place.

Absinthe Is Working Fearful 
- favoc in the Republic 


The “Absinthe Hour” Is Just Before 
Dinner When Thousands of Men 
May Be Seen Sipping Deadly 
Stuff—Great Profit Made 
on Absinthe.

Paris, April 27.—Anyone who has lived 
in Paris does not need to be told what 
is meant by “the absinthe hour,” the 
interval just before dinner, when men 
sit sipping a yrellowish-green mixture 
whose pungent aroma it is impossiole to 
escape if you are anywhere near the 
boulevards. The ‘‘green poison” is work- 
ing great havoc in France, and a par- 
liamentary committee has drawn up a 
project of law decreeing that twelve 
months hence it will be forbidden to 
manufacture absinthe in France, and two 
years from now its sale will be against 
the law. 

If ever the project fs voted by parlia® 


ment, it will be a tremendous blow to an 
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industry which make enormous dividends, 
one absinthe firm alone netting annually 
$700,000 in profits. The lobbies of the 
chamber of deputies have lately betn 
encumbered with all sorts of prople oe 
terested in preserving the absinthe in- 
dustry from the ‘‘meddling” of the legis- 
lature, and one of the wealthies: dis- 
tillers the other day was very indignant 
at the attempts being made to interfere 
with his means of earning a livelihood. 

"They call us poisoners!’’ he exclaim- 
ed. “How is it we afe all decorated?’’ 
he asked very pertinently. 

One of~his friends tried to console him 


by remarking that even if absinthe was| 


prohibited in France, he could always 
ontinue to export it.

Mr. Wright was a picture of almost 
incredible human stolidity and agility 
as he fingered the keys of his Bag- 
Lock machine. 

The only parts of his body that 
moved during the greater part of the 
dictation were his forearms, and al- 
most all the movement was in the fin- 
gers. He seemed for the time a man 
with his mind concentrated in his fin- 
gertips. He rarely used any but the 
forefinger of his right hand, but three 
fingers of the left hand were in reg- 
ular yipple. 

As a feat of endurance the hour's 
copying was quite as wonéerful as the 
half-hour from dictation was a test 
of pure speed. At the end Mr. Wright 


London, April 27.—The world’s record 
in rapid typewriting was broken ig 
Lonaon by a young man from New- 
castle-on-Tyne, who accomplishec the 
astonishing feat of typewriting 2,500 
words from dictation in thirty min- 
utes, and of copying from typewritten 
“manuscript” 4,800 words in one hour. 

The half-hour’g typewriting from dic- 
tation was done at the rate of nearly 
84 words a minute, or 82 words a min- 
ute not counting words in which let- 
ters were incorrectly typed. 

The hour test worked out at 80 words 
a minute counting all words written, 
and 78 a minute deducting mistakes. 

Previously the best authentic recore 
was that recently made by a young 
American typist, Miss Rose L. Fritz, 
who, at the Chicago Coliseum, wrote 
for half an hour at the rate of 77 
words a minute. 

Engineer Champion. 


James Wright, a typist in the em- 
pioyment ‘of the engineering firm of 
Messrs. Scott and Mountain, of New- 
castle, is the record-breaker. A year 
ago he wrote 30,096 words in seven 
hours from dictation. A few days ago 
The Express suggested to W. J. Rich- 
ardson, chairman of the Bar-Lock 
Typewriter Company, that an attempt 
should be made to capture the type- 
writing record for England, and Mr. 
Richardson invited Mr. Wright to come 
to Lonéon and essay the task. His 
firm gave him three days’ leave for the 
purposé. 

Bernard de Bear, principal of Pit- 
man’s Metropolitan college, agreed to 
conduct the trial, and at a room in 
Pitman’s school in Southampton-row 
Mr. Wright wrote against time, in the 
presence of Mr. de Bear, F. Heelis, sec- 
retary of Pitman’s, and president of 
the Incorporated Society of Shorthand 
Writers: Mr. Richardson and an Ex- 
press representative. 

Speed tests in America are frequent, 
and it is a common practice for the 


typists to write out a single sentence | 


over ané over again, and to reckon 
that a satisfactory trial. Mr. Wright 
undertook a much more difficult work. 
In both the half-hour dictation test 
and the hour’s copying, he typewrote 
matter in which there was no repeti- 
tion. and which he had never written 
before. , 

Mr. de Bear chose for dictation Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech at Birmingham 
on May 15, 1903. The hour’s copying 
test consisted of speeches made by the 
late Lord Russell of Killowen, and Mr. 
Haldane at an Etghty Club meeting. 


Dialect Words. 


They included words which the orci- 
nary typist does not meet in his every- 
day work, such as “Pyrrhic” and at 
least one quotation in Scotch dialect. 

If the test had been taken from ie 
ordinary language of buisness, Mr. 
Wright would have made an even bet- 
ter record, for in taking several min- 


utes’ dictation from Pitman’s “Com- |

Few persons, probably, other than those 
engaged in the pursuit of science. are 
aware that the Blafk sea presents an in- 
terest of its own to the zoologist and the 
geologist shared by no other part of the 
ocean at the present day. 

Throughout the greater part of the 
ccean the bottom is the dwelling place 
of a number of creatures whose business 
it is to consume the bodies of the mem- 
bers of the surface fauna which after 
death sink to the bottom. In the Black 
sea, however, owing to special ological 
events, such scavengers aret otally want- 
ing over the greater part of the bottom, 
60 that the carcaeses of the creatures 
which fall from above are left to decom- 
pose, which they speedily do at the com- 
paratively high temperature of the water. 

By their composftion*’ two goluble com- 
pounds—carbonate of ammonia and sul- 
phureted .hydrogen—are developed in 
enormous quantities; while no free lime, 
except such as ifs introduced from the 
Mediterranean, its left. The volume of 
sulphureted hydrogen is.to great as to 
poison the water from the greatest depth 
(1,227 fathoms) to within about a hun- 
dred fathoms of the surface to such a de- 
gree that life, except for a few bacieria, 
is absolutely impossible. 

The circumstance has a double interest 
—first. that it is absolutely unique at the 
present day, and, secondly, that it seems 
to offer an almost exact parallel to the 
state of affairs that existed at the incon- 
ceivably remote epoch when the oldest 
known sedimentary rocks were laid down

Some Amusing Scenes in Portu- 
-guese Students’ Riot 


At the Gates of Coimbea University 
Fathers Attempted to Compel 
Their Sons to Enuter and 
Were Violently Opposed 
by Students.

Lisbon, April 27.—The country await- 
ed in suspense the beginning of the 
summer term at the universities and 
colleges. .general strike of the stu- 
dents had been threatened, and the 
threat was fulfilled. 

The trouble arose from the “plough- 

ing” of a student at Coimbra Uni- 
versity seme months ago. The students 
protested against the “plowing” and 
mobbed one of the professors. Seven 
ringleaders were accordingly noti- 
cated. This was announced during the 
Easter vacation. The result today was 
that practically all the students of 
Portugal refused to resume their 
studies, in spite of the governments 
efforts to induce them to do so. The 
sons of the prime minister and of the 
governor of Oporto joined the strik- 
ers. 
Extracmiinary scenes were witnessed 
at the gates of the colleges of Coimbra 
University, fathers attempting to com- 
pel their sons to enter. One infuriat- 
ed parent drove his son before him 
‘with lusty blows from an umbrella, 
‘and was frantically hissed and hooted. 
\Numbers of students ran away from 
home to avoid coercion. Others vio- 
lently resisted thei? parents. One 
youth, in answer to his father’s argu- 
ments, declared, amid wild applause, 
“Father, you are the author of my 
being, but, remember that, above all 
else, I am a free citizen.”

Nagaski, Amril 27.—American diplom- 
acy succeeded in adjusting the San 
Francisco’ Schools affair to the apparent 
Satisfaction of the Japanese government, 
but not to the satisfaction of the Jap- 
anese people. 

The feeling of disappointment over the 
ovtcome of the negotiations is  wuni- 
versal, Admission to the San Francisco 
schools of some forty Japanese children 
is a very insignificant advantage, com- 
pared with what Japan loses through 
the exclusion of thousands of her labor- 
ing classes from the United States.

the island of Hawaii. 
Wrath of Immigration Companies. 

In Japan many emigration companies 
have sprung up and grown rich wpon 
this traffic, and, as the new regulations 
Which this trouble has brought about 
wiil cause the collapse of most of these 
companies, they are hudest in their pro- 
tests against the restriction enacted by 
the United States. 

It will be difficult for people in Great 
Britain to appreciate tne influence of 
what is usually regarded eo insignifi- 
cant as an emigration company, unless 
they bear in mind that some of the 
most prominent ang wealthy men in the 
empire are connected with the corpora- 
tions. 

The plan of operation was to ship the 
laborers to Honolulu, where admission 
is comparatively easy, as labor is al- 
ways in demand for the sugar planta- 
tions; and then they were sent on to 
California and other Pacific states, pas3- 
ing in as already residents of the Uni- 
ted States. It is known that out of 
16,000 laborers leaving Yapan for Ha- 
wall, in a few months more than 11,000 
proceeded to California, 

Equality Insisted Upon. 

It was doubtless Japan’s pride which 
led her to take such a risk in protesting 
against the segregation of a few child- 
ren. She evidently esteemed it a mat- 
ter of greater importance to remove the 
aspersion cast upon her citizenship by 
the segregation of her children in Cali- 
fornia than to secure the financla] wel- 
fare of her laboring classes. Count 
Okuma, one of the most prominent ex- 
ponents of Japanese opinion, saig re- 
cently that Japan would never tolerate 
a reflection upon her nationality, nor 
accept any proposal denying the equal- 
ity of her subjects with those of any 
other first-class power. Thus Japan haa 
set her standard, amd she expects the 
world to abide by it. 

As one who knows the people of the 
United States well, I do not believe 
they wil) ever grant the Tight of nat- 
uralization to Asfatics. If the Japan- 
ese in Hawali possessed the franchige, 
they would be the virtual rulers of the 
country, And as one who knows the 
Japanese almost equally well, I do not 
believe they will ever be satisfied with- 
out it. It is in this direction that the 
chief anxiety for the future relations be- 
tween the two countries lies. 
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“DEMENTIA AMERICANA” 
CALLED WORSHIP OF WOMEN

London, April 27.—The inevitable has 
happened: the Thaw trial, one of the 
causes celebres of the United States, 
has given birth to a telling term— 
dementia Americana. 
It is always so. I have no doubt that 
every word of our or any other lan- 
guage has exploded into existence in 
the same way as the goddess of all 
words—Minerva—is said to have been 
born. Vulcan, the profound Greek myth 
says, lifted his mighty arm and by 
one gigantic stroke of his hammer he 
split open thehead of Jupiter; out of 
the gap so made jumped forth Minerva. 
Whenever people are deeply agitated 
by a cause that stirs up the very 
always one man who strikes the 
felicitous word that expresses the 
whole situation in a term or two. The 
lawyer of Mr. Thaw was well inspired; 
he found the word. 
People who have never traveied, or 
who have done so after the manner 
of their Gladstone bags, can hardly 
imagine how varied and divergent the 
several nations are, not only in point 
of occupations, dress, or amusements, 
but also in respect of the causes 
apropos of which they g0 mad. Mad- 
ness has its geography, as its degrees. 
Where an Englishman remains calm 
and callous, an Irishman is next door 
to insanity, and vice versa. The Amer- 
icans, high-strung to a degree, show 
a mentality totally different from that 
of the average European. There is, to 
talk music, no legate in their life. 
Everything is staccato prestissimo. 
Hence, when they get excited they can 
come only to a rapid finale with a fear- 
ful crash. Their ungovernable rage is 
neither a fig fire nor a vast flood, but 
a volcanic eruption. 
Of the things that bring that Amer- 
ican volcano into function there is 
especially one that will seldom fair of 
effect. I mean attacks on their women. 
Worship of Women. 
Every American has, in all truth and 
sincerity, a deep-seated respect for and 
a strong desire to worship his women- 
folk. He is chivalrous and invariably 
polite to them. He treats every woman 
as if she was a lady born. 
As has been remarked @ hunrded 
times, the American gentleman is quite 
satisfied to pile up money by continu- 
ous and most worrying labor in the 
office or factory, provided his ‘‘missus’’ 
is thereby enabled to give receptions, 
to “do” Europe, to become a scholar, 
and to shine generally in society. It 
is quite true that millions of American 
women are working just as hard as do 
American men. 
This, however, does not impair the 
generalization at. all. Like all true 
generalizations, the present one com- 
prises both the actual and the potential 
woman in America. Any one of the 
hard-working American women would, 
as soon as her husband made money 
enough to render her personal labor 
superfluous, at once rise to the oc- 
casion, and shine—shine in the parlor, 
at the theater, in the watering places; 
while her husband would continue to 
drudge for her with a contented smile. 
Men are in America not supposed to 
interrupt the literary conversation of 
the “ladies.”” On leaving Hungary I 
first went to America, and when I saw 
the first American reception I found 
all the men standing speechlessly, with 
arms folded on their breast, in the back 
drawing room, while the ladies were 
briskly discussing Emerson. 
Aristocracy of the Nation. 
Being under the Hagyar delusion that 
a man in society must be amiable to 
women, I stepped among the ladies and 
also talgfed Emerson. A few minutes 
later I overheard one of the Americans 
remark to another: “Has that Johnny 
been hired for that?” 
The fact of the matter is that the 
women in America form the aristocracy 
of thenation. 
No people can be wtihout an aris- 
tocracy of some kind. With one, the 
poets (brehons); with the other, the 
soldiers; with the third, the priests; 
with the fourth, the lawyer (rabbis), 
etc., constitute what is really the dom- 
inating or socially supreme caste or 
class. In the States, for reasons quite 


}patent, such a class could not grow up 


from among men. But since it is in- 
dispensable, so all history proves, it 
arose, perhaps for the first time, among 
women in  <America. Already the 
Greeks, who thought, did, said, or fore- 
felt everything, spoke of the realm of 
the Amazons in Asia Minor. Were 


fundamentals of their being there is/ 


Reich. 


what better thing could he do than 
hew out of the finest Pentalic marble 
an ideal Amazon? So great is the 
domination of woman in the States 
that 1 have no hesitation in saying 
that her position, rights, activities— 
in short, that the woman question is 
the most grave of all questions in 
America. In fact, this is the cardinal 
difference between Europe *and Amer- 
ica. 

This being so, one may readily im- 
agine whither that powerful sentiment 
of every American man can eventually 
drive him. When Thaw’s lawyer 4p- 
pealed to that feling, and with fine 
rhetoric called it the dementia Amer- 
icana he was conscious of playing @® 
the biggest organ of all organs—on 
the rapturous enthusiasm of a great 
and generous nation for their noblest 
aristocrats. He roused thereby a Ven- 
dee, a Chouan sentiment of flerce loy- 
alty: a real War of Roses, of one may 
Say so. 

Best in the World. 

The Americans, individually, almost 
in every case men of yesterday, have 
for that very reason a fanatic desire 
for aristocratic atmosphere. In their 
women, mostly beautiful, bright, well- 
instructed, good talkers, and free and 
easy companions, they. cannot but see 
their betters, their noble folk; and by 
a slight extension of terms, the betters 
of the whole world. 

An American critic, replying to some 
of my remarks on the American wom- 
an, said, not without a sense of truth: 
“Right you are, Doc.; she is no 
woman—she is an angel.” “Angel” is 
perhaps faintly exaggerated, yet it is 
true that she is to the American what 
the grande dame used to be to the 
heavy burgess. 

This explains the American man will 
readily endure the domineering tone of 
his women; why he gladly—nay, proud- 
ly—submits to all their whims, and 
even to their extravagances. 

Nobility is not, as Radicals imagine, 
a thing of the Middle Ages and ephem- 
eral. It is a standing category of hu- 
man society; and the American histor- 
ically unable to produce European 
kinds of nobility, has speedily invent- 
ed a new one—the aristocracy of 
women. 

By that dementia Americana he likes 
to toil day and night for his quick- 
spending wife, and by the same force 
he throws up volcanoes to destroy him 
who touches the Amazon of America.

Right at this time all the farmers I) 
know are anxious to réceive and to 
study whatever Mr. Redding prints on 
the pitching of crops for the year 
1907. Naturally this brings the farm- 
ers into debates upon the plans until 
now it is almost a certainty that but 
very few are to follow old methods— 


crowding in every row of cotton and 
corn possible, a variety of things will 
be planted instead. I heard a number 
of them talking yesterday, and one 
said he sold white peas in Atlanta for 
$2.50 per bushel, gathered eight bush- 
els to the acre—$24 per acre; don’t you 
see? Another one asserted he had test-| 
ed the raising of what we call Boston 


beans, and that it was a success— 
far more profitable than corn or cot- 
ton. Another told of how he had raked 
in the Irish potatoes. They mentioned) 
many things upon which they have 
been agitated into giving a trial, all 
from reading the “farmers’ page” of 
The Constitution. Only a small portion 
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of the things being made profitable by 
Mr. Redding can be hinted at here, but 
not the least is the cheerful spirit that 
has been engendered in the pitching of 
crops for the current year, one wit 
remarking that Mr. Redding would get 
us so after a while that all a fellow 
would have to do was to make ma- 
nure in the winter and sit in the shade 
all the summer, but others, coming into 
the controversy, it was at last resolved 
by a rising vote that Mr. Redding’s 
contention that ft does not pay to work 
poor acres was entirely correct—no 
wiser thing was ever said for farmers, 
but not the veriest wit nor the most 
pronounced Rip Van Winkle should 
construe this to mean that a fellow 


should do nothing. 

Passing away from Mr. Redding’s 
good work, there is no harm in stating 
that a full-fledged Yankee, & man 
from Illinols, has done our settlement 
good on lines that have been too much 
neglected. This man moved in among 
us about two years ago and there has 
been some wonderful object lessons in 
all his methods, ana especially bene- 
ficial to the female portion of the 
farmer’s household. All his methods 
tend to relieve the labor and the con- 
fusion of hurry in the country homes. 
There ig never any hurry or scramble 
at his house in the mornings to get 
breakfast or at any other meal. in the 
mornings the field hands go on to their 
work while the women leisurely pre- 
pare the breakfast. When breakfast Is 
ready, the cows milked and s0 on, 
then the hands are called in from the 
field, the horses given a lunch and the 
men eat cheerfully and gociably. This 
does not take so much time, revives 
the horses and freshens the men, ané 
altogether seems so much better than 
the old style Georgia way of rushing 
out of bed, rushing the breakfast 
meal—especially rushing the women of 
the household. 

This is all in favor of small farms 
and woul dhardly be practicable on the 
big plantations, as we used to know 
them, and still know them to a great 
extent. In this connection, allow me to 
say that there has been entirely too 
little attention paid to the convenience 
of country women. This Illinois fam- 
ily have things go arranged that a good 
wife's work is absolutely nothing com- 


The first thing this Yankee did was to 
build a neat little wash house down 
by the spring, where for three genera- 
tions to my Knowledge, the Ytemales 
who did the washing, waded in slush 
and suffered with cold. Now, on wash 
days the wash-house is a place of com. 
fort and convenience. When other wom- 
en of the settlement are down by the 
Spring punching up fires around the 
| week pots and holding their skirts 
close about them to keep them from 
| catching fire, thig Yankee family are 
\iInside a comfortable little house never 
‘having to £o outside for anything. 
‘They have a nice rock furnace inside 
|around the pot, wood is piled in a 
| corner, the water comes in through a 
,trough, 80, you see, all this Is accom- 
iplished by very small expense. The

\elad to get out of his field, the lumber 
cost but little, the labor of building 
it amounted te two rainy days, the 
‘comfort of the thing to the women who 
wash is immense and the satisfaction 
}to the women of the farm is beyond 
‘price. This mafi's wife told me that 
ino Yankee women would stand what 
| Southern country women stand in the 
matter of inconvenience. We must all 
admit that this is a just rebuke so far 
as the average country home is con- 
cerned, and while we are doing much 
in other ways, we should do more 
than we ever have done for the con- 
venience, the comfort and the pleas- 
ure of southern country womanhood.

SAULA WANTED TO FIGHT 


Bat When Commander Fullman Got 
Through There Was No Fight 
Left in the Honduran—Isaula 
Tore Down British Flag 
and Threatened an 
Ensign. 


Washington, April 27.—Mall advices re 
ceived at the .navy department give the 
details of the experience of Commander 
Fullam, of the United States steamer 
Marietta, with Luis Isaula, a Honduran 
revolutionist, in the service of the Nica- 
raguan army, because of his having in- 
‘sulted the British flag at Portvenir. Isau- 
la leveled a revolver at Ensign McNair 
and ordered his guards to cover the 
boat’s crew with winchesterg when that 
officer attempteg to come ashore at Tela, 
Honduras, April |!!, which. was referred 
to briefly at the time the event happened, 
Corkmander Fullam found it necessary to 
deal sternly with the revolutionist, the 
outcome (being an apology which was not 
satisfactory, and the subsequent dis- 
missal of Isaula from the army by Juan 
J. Estrada, commander in chief of the 
Nicaraguan forces. 

Fullman Called Isaula a Traitor. 

The correspondence discloses some in- 
teresting facts. Isaula justified his ac- 
tion because of his love of country, but 
Commander Fullam did not hesitate to 
call him a traitor because, Isaula at 
that time was in arms against it. He 
further tolq him that by reason of his 
conduct he would be treated as an ene- 
my of the United States, and frankly 
Stated that Ensign McNair would have 
been justified in shooting him on the 
spot. 

The fact that a British man-of-war 
was not present to resent the insult to 
the British flag, says Commander Ful- 
lam in oné of hig letters to Isaula, was 
all the more. reason why the United 
States should take prompt action and 
demand an immediate apology. In une 
measured terms, Commander Fullam 
made it plain to the revolutionists that 
the lives and property of all foreigners 
would be protected to the utmost. — 

Dismissed in Disgrace. 

Isaula at first wrote a labored ex pla- 
nation of this acts, which Commander 
Fullam rejected as insufficient. A second 
communication was no improvement on 
the first, so the matter was taken up

Beveridge Says the President Is 
Continuing Work of Lincoln and 
Grant—Senator Says That 
States’ Rights Is Un. 


American. 


Galena, Ill, April 27.—The birthday 
of General Grant was celebrated today 
for the seventeenth time by the people 
of Galena and vicinity. 

Business was generally suspenced 
and the cornerstone of the Carnegie 
Foyt $60,000 library building was laid. 
The commemorative exercises took 
place in the afternoon in Grant park, 
where the monument of the general 
is located. The orator of the day was 
Senator Beveridge, of Indiana. 

He said in part: 

“The war which gave to Lincoln and 
to Grant their opportunity to serve the 
nation, ana in serving the nation to 
serve progress and liberty, was the

Selfish Interests Behind State, 


climax of the confliet between the 
national idea, as Washington under- 
stood it, and the states rights idea, as 
Calhoun understood it. Slavery was 
the occasion of the contest, but the 
theory of national unity, on the one 
hanc, and the theory of state’s rights, 
on the other hand, was the profound 
and historic issue.- The supremacy of 
the nation over the states; the sover- 
eignty of the republic over its sec- 
tional divisions; the common destiny 
ot the whole American people, which 
neither politicians nor “interests” can 
use for their purposes, was the argu- 
ment. conducted with bayonet and 
shotted gun on fields of blood in. the 
terrible but splendid years fgom 186! 
to 1865. Sumter was state’s rights de- 
fiant; Appomattox was nationality 


triumphant. 
Origin of ‘States’ Rights.’’ 


“Blow came to be the artificial and 
unnatural rights of the states, of 
which John C. Calhoun was and tocay 
remains the ablest defender? The set- 
tlers who oame to these shores were 
divided by the British crown into colo- 
nies. The settlers themselves did not 
create colonial boundaries. The Brit- 
ish kings did that. For example, how 
did the “sovereign state” of New York 
come to be? This is its origin: the 
dissolute Charles II, when the New 
Netherlands were taken from _ the 
Dutch, gave the province to his broth- 
er, the Duke of York. That was the 
beginning of New York state. How 
did the “sovereign state” of New Jer- 
sey come to be? ‘The Duke of York 
gave a part of his royal gift to his 
Berkeley and Cartwret. So be- 
gan the ‘sovereign state’ of New Jer- 
sey. North Carolina, by royal edict, 
was split off from Virginia. The royal 
province of New Hampshire was sev- 
ered by the English crown from, Mas- 
sachusetts. TheSe are examples of the 
origin of the states. 

It was the policy of the British 
crown to foster the spirit of colonial 
individuality; the spirit of unity 
among the American people was dis- 
couraged. The colonists united into the 
people were a menace to British rale— 
their unity. meant inevitable independ- 
ence through a separate nationality. 
But if colonial pride, colonial individu- 
ality was sufficiently strong British 
rule was easier, because of the mutual 
jealousy of the colonists dividing their 
strength, which if united would be 


irresitible. 
Interests Back of ‘States’ Rights.’’ 


“Today, we behold a recrudescence of 
Calhoun states’ rights. As had been 
the case from the beginning, it is 
caused by selfish interests which fat- 
ten by doing wrong to the whole 
American people, resisting the thought 
and conscience of the whole American 
people seeking to stop this wrong- 
doing. As always from the beginning, 
Calhoun states’ rights defends itself 
upon the high ground of local self- 
government. Local self-government is 
sacred. and the use of that term to 
defend Calhoun states’ rights is sacri- 
lege. It is said that the will and wis- 
dom of the whole American people try- 


i test will 


self-government, and 
functions of general self-govern- 
ment. What nationality means is that 
the states, shall not be little nations 
paralyzing\by jealousy and selfishness 
the welfare of the great nation; but 
hat the st@&es_shall be local self- 
governing bodies, supreme within the 
province of local self-government, but 
subordinate and even non-existent. in 
matters affecting what the constitu- 
tion calls ‘the general welfare’ of the 
whole republic. 

“This is the issue today, as it was 
the issue in the time of Grant. That 
great captain spoke two sentences that 
voiced the will of the American peo- 
ple then as it voices the will of the 
American people now. Those two sen- 
tences are these: ‘We will fight it 
out on this line if it takes all sum- 
mer. And this other one, equally ap- 
plicable to the issue of the hour: ‘Im- 
mediate and unconditional surrender.’ 
The national spirit of the American 
people in the beginning of the twenti- 
eth century, stronger even than in ‘the 
middle of the nineteenth century when 
Lincoln was its oracle, or at the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth century when 
Washington was its warrior states- 
man, will not evade, will not truckle, 
will not compromise.

Has Been Made for Board 
Investigation.

Jones, the man who 
was essaulted by..ex-Detective Kilpat- 


rick. 

The wrtter.says-thatiJones has. openly 
boasted that the police and detectives 
had been paid for protection, and that 
gamblers knew of this. He asks the 
question «why; sucha statement is not at 
once male a subject of investigatiom by 
the police commissioners, 

The writer says that perhaps the police 
board is eo strongly intrenched behind 
the idea that Atlanta has a perfectly 
pure and honorabte police force that it 
does not deem any sort of an investiga- 
tion necessary. 

He further says that the police board 
has the authority and the power to sum- 
mon: Jones, and make him tell all he says 
he knows. 

It may be that such an investigation 
is under way, The writer of the care 
and other citizens are waiting to see. 

When questioned as to whether or not 
there will be any investigation, the mem- 
bers of the police board say that the 
whole matter is in the hands of the 
chief of police.

Mr. Butler, who has just returned from 
a visit to-North Carolina, was quite pos- 
itive that he was not the commander-in- 
chief of the situation.. He expressed the 
firm belief, however, that North Caro- 
lina republicans would {Instruct for the 
Roosevelt candidate, 

Recent events have reinforced the be- 
lief that the administration already 
laying ground wires to control the south- 
ern delegations next year.

He is now practicing law in 
Washington, but still claims North Caro- 
lina as his home. 

As an evidence of the active partici- 
pation of the administration tm southern 
affairs, the Tennessee situation may be 
cited.

Taft Smokes With Vigorous 
Whiffs, But He tyes the

DIG SECRETARY REACHES 
HIS HOME RESERVATION 


And While His Private Words Are 
for Harmony and Good Will, Yet 
the Young Bucks Who Fol.

Cincinnati, April 27.—Smodking the 
Pipe of peace with vigorous whiffs, 
but with his friends carrying a war 
bonnet within his easy reach, Secre- 
tary of War Taft today returned to 
his home reservation. His public ut- 
terances were devoid .of political im- 
port and his private words were those 
of harmony and goad will. During the 
afternoon, however, he sat in political 
counsel with the wise men, and 
throughout the dozens of belligerent 
young bucks did scalp dances and make 
much political war talk. 

The secretary himself was consis- 
tently silent upon all matters relat- 
ing to the presidency. Senator For- 
aker, the leader of the political party 
faction opposing the secretary in this 
state, sustained today a deep personal 
sorrow in the death of his brother, 
James R. Foraker. It is therefore cer- 
tain that there can be during the pres- 
ent western trip of Secretary Taft no 
political argument or debate between 
him and the senator. 

Friends of Taft Demonstrative. 

The friends of the secretary -were 
more demonstrative than -he,‘and chief 
among them were the men from Yale, 
who came here, as did the secretary, 
to attend the annual convention of the 
Associated Western Yale Clubs. 

Secretary Taft, as president of the 
organization, held the gavel at the 
business meeting in the nmurning and 
again at the banquet in the evening. 
Although the secretary announced 
upon his arrival in the city that he 
would not in any manner allude to 
politics during his visit to the west, 
there was no such restraint upon the 
young men of Yale. They hailed from 
nearly every state in the union be- 
tween the Alleghanies and the Mis- 
Sissippi, and many were present from 
the south. Their allusions to the 
“next president of the United States” 
were frequent and popular. The sen- 
timent could not be downed, and al- 
though the secretary ignored it as 
much as possible, it was impossible 
to entirely pass it by. 

The First Outbreak. 

The first outbreak came in the busi- 
ness meeting. The secretary, as pre- 
Siding officer, had announced the per- 
sonnel of a nominating committee and 
mentioned the offices they were to fill. 
as he finished a voice from the throng 
offered the amendment of “And also, 
reminate the next president of the 
United States.” A spontaneous yell 
came from the convention, but the 
secretary was unmoved. “The gen- 
tleman is out of order,” he said with 
such .a definite lack of appreciation 
that the men who had cheered the 
words tried to make up for their own 
misconduct by glaring with strong 
disapproval at the man who had led 
them astray. He sank into his seat 
looking abashed and Silly, although 
next to the secretary he had made 
less noise than anybody in the room, 

At tonight’s banquet, however, the 
signs were on.every side of the com- 
ing presidential campaign. The sec- 
retary himself was unmoved or* jocu. 
lar at the frequent allusions and the 
rontinued applause which followed 
them, 

Bow of Promise 

He was at all times non-committa]l 
but for the men from Yale the bow 
of presidential promise was already 
arching the sky, and it formed noth- 
ing more, nothing less than a Political 
halo for the head of Secretary Taft 
of Yale. So they rendered great glory 
to the school in that it had sent forth 
the man, and gave much honor to the 
man because he had entered the school. 

Secretary Taft, as Presiding officer 
and toastmaster, delivered the first ad- 
dress of the evening, which dealt 
gether with Yale affairs. 

At the conclusion of Secretary Taft's 
address, he introduced President Hada- 
ley, of Yale university, who spoke 
upon “Yale.” 

Other speeches of the evening were 
“The Alumni Advisory Council,” Fred- 
erick N. Judson, St. Louis: “Yale, in 
Ohio,” W. O. Henderson, Columbus, 
O., and “Thirty-five Years at Yale,” by 
President-elect Frederick S. Dickson 
of Cleveland.

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FORMER GOVERNOR BULLOCK, OF GEORGIA, AND HIS RESIDENCE 
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VARIED CAREER CLOSED 
BY DEATH OF BULLOCK 


Reconstruction Governor Born in State in Which 
He Died—Was Confederate Soldier and Leader 
In Development of the South.

UFUS BROWN BULLOCK, ex-gov- 

R ernor of Georgia, and one of the 
most industrious and diversified 
developers of the physical, mineral, agri- 
cultural resources of the state of his 
adoption, was born in Bethlehem, Albany 
county, New York, March 28, 1834, and 


was in the seventy-third year of life | 


when death claimed him at his home in 
Albion, once a famous college site, in the 
state of his nativity. 

Few Georgians, whether by birth or 
adoption, di@ more real good for the state 
than he. Fewer still had a more thrill- 
ing, sensational and eventful career or 
led a life more strenuous, more nerve- 
racking or more soul-stirring than he, 
Especially restless and meteoric were his 
years between 1861 and /87!1, that period 
which marked the temporary dissolution 
of the union, his career as a\soldier of 
the south, hig election to the gubernato. 
rial chair and his resignation from that 
chair, together with the duplex charges 
made against him and his subsequent 
trial upon and hig acquittal of those 
charges, 

Betore the war between the states, a 
telegraph operator, a builder of tele- 
graphic lines, a promoter of expréss com- 
panies. During that war a soldier with 
a knapsack ang gun, a feeder of the sol- 
dierg at the front as a quartermaster 
general. After that war, a railroad 
Duilder, a bank president, a maker of 
a State constitution, a colaborer in draft-

An Old-Time Telegrapher. 


At the age of sixteen Rufus Brown Bul- 
lock graduated from the Aldion (N. Y.) 
college. Just at that time the electric 
telegraph was attracting attention 
throughout the country, and he became 
interested in the intricate and scientific 
apparatus of the House printing tele- 
graph system. Concentrating his mental 
and physical energies upon this 
idly gaineg the mastery |

an expert. 


In those days the imprint of the char- 
acters upon a string of white paper tape 
enabled the operator to read the mpssage 
There was no such thing as taking a tele- 
8Ta@m by sound in those days, and it is 
said that Rufus Brown Bullock, the lad of 
seventeem years, wag the ver 
ator in the world to read telegraphy by 
sound. At any rate, his rapid advance- 
ment in the new line of work, 
ough familari@ with its every detail 
and his excellent educationa] qualifica- 
tiona attracted the attention of the own- 
ers of some of the mamy lines at that 
time in the country, and within a short 
time he was logated in Philadelphia as 
the manager of a line. 

In the early days of telegraphy the 
many wires in the country were owned 
by different companies and between some 
of these there wag a great rivalry. None 
of them were paying anything and stocks 
in telegraph companies were about as 
cheap as oll well script in sections where 
there is no of]. Bullock, the lad, was 
not long in manifesting a pronounced ex- 
ecutive ability and before he haq been 
in Philadelphia long he suggested to 
some of the owners of the line for which 
he was working a consolidation. The 
propogition did not take well at first. his 
superiors fearing it would result in a 
greater accumulation of stockg which 
were being held as practically worthless. 


Outlined the Combination. 

But young Bullock mastered the minute 
details of a joint ownership of all the 
lines that could be acquired in various 
sections of the country, and when he 
had the work completed he gave the own- 
ers of hig line the benefit of his diligent 
labors. Every infinitetimal point had 
been considereqd and when the owners

And, too, that was the very first comb!l- 
nation of identical interests under one 
management in the world, a combination 
that ig known today ag a trust., The 
very first trust the world, therefore, has 
known was the creation of a man who 
was once a resident of Atlanta.

‘lock was not slow to accept it, not- 
withstanding ths strenuous exertions 
of the telegraph people to keep him. 
Mr. Bullock was assigned to a depart- 
ment in the south, a territory then 
needing a cultivation in that line, 
cxpress work was practically new in 
this section. H. B. Plant was then in 
charge of the work in the south, with 
his headquarters in Augusta, and 
thither Mr. Bullock was sent. That 
was before he was old enough to ex- 
ercise the rights of a voter. 

In ‘59 or ‘60 the Southern Express 
Company was organized in Augusta, 
with H. B. Plant as president and 
Rufus B. Bullock as secretary. During 
the war between the states the South- 
ern Express Company was to the south 
what the Adams was to the north and 
the Wells-Fargo to the west, and dur- 
ing a greater part of the time the 
management of the company was un- 
der Mr. Bullock, notwithstanding the 
fact that he was an active soldier for 
the confederacy, he at that time being 
an assistant quartermaster general, C 
S. A. It was during his administration 
of the affairs of the company that 
telegraph lines were constructed by 
the express conipany on interior routes. 
These were built by Mr. Bullock to 
promote the efiicient management of 
the service, but when the regular tele- 
graph routes along the coast wWere 
captured by the federal forces these 
interior lines established by Mr. Bul- 
loek proved of great value to the 
struggling country. 

Over these wires communication was 
kept up between President Davis, Gen- 
erals Lee, Beauregard and Johnston, 
and it was over these lines that Sher- 
man, after the surrender of General 
Johnston, telegraphed the order to the 
federal forces in Georgia then march- 
ing to destroy Macon and Augusta, 
restraining them from that incendiary 
task.

of Georgia, died this morning at his 
home in this city after an illness ex- 
tending over a period of several years 
and which became acute within the past 
week. 

The ex-governor was well advanced in 
age, being in his seventy-third year and 
was uvable to resist the advance of the 
locomotar ataxia, which made 
its initial ampearance even before he 
came here from Atlanta, his former 
home, some five or six years ago. For 
some weeks the ex-governor has been 
growing weaker, but it was not until 
the first of the week that his friends be- 
came the least alarmed. Wednesday 
night he began sinking and the next 
morning telegrams were sent to his two 
children, V. V. Bullock, of Atlanta, and 
Mrs. Leonard Kendall, of Glen Ridge, 
advising them to come to their 
father’s bedside at once. Mrs. Kendal] 
arrived from her Jérsey home in time to 
see her father alive, but Mr. Bullock 
did not get there until an hour after 
death had taken the distinguished parent 
away. . 

The ex-governor was rational up to a 
short time before he breathed his last 
and went to the great beyond peaceful- 
ly, without pain and at rest with all the

For the sake of comparison it might 
be well to recite the accomplishments 
of this country in the way of cotton 
mapufacturing. In 1905 our total pro- 
duction, as given fn a bulletin recently 
issued by the census office, was %450,- 
467,704. These figures include the total 
output of our mills, the goods consumed 
at home as well as those shipped abroad. 
This total was only $3,294,000 greater 
than the total of English exports in 
1908. Note that this does not refer to 
the total output of the English mills, but 
simply to the amount of goods sent | 
abroad after ger home markets had been | 
Satisfied. It was, however, $33,600,000, 
less than the sum of British exports dur- 
ing the year 1906. 

During each of the two years our lead- 
ing competitors exported considerably 
over a billion yards of cloth more than 
our mills produced for home and exoprt 
trade combined.

& remedy; but she actually returns each 
year to the United States in the form of 
finished products, cotton goods worth in 
the neighborhood of $10,000,000. 

An interesting fact in this connection, 
is that India is the greatest buyer of 
cotton goods of any country in the world, 
not even excepting China. India has 
something like 6,000,000 spinning spindles 
and 650,000 power looms at work, and |0,- 
000 hand-ldoms, but she nevertheless 
goes to England for most of her cotton 
goods. Lagt year the exports of Eng- 
land to British Indig amounted to over 
$1 10,000,000. 

In 1906/ England inereased her export 
of cotton, goods $22,277,300. The total 
manufacture of piece goods was $366.- 
908,200, and of other goods, including 
yarns, $117,815,7CO, making a total for 
the year §906 of $484,723,900.

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GEORGIA’S PEACH RECORD 


FOR LAST TWELVE YEARS 


66°] eon Is plenty of money in 
Georgia peaches if we can 
market three good crops out 
of five,” remarked a well-known Geor- 
gia peach-grower, apropes of the re- 
cent April freeze which partially de- 
vastated the crop of 1907. 

The remark naturally led to the in- 
quiry as to what Georgia has done in 
this respect. A study of the peach 
crop for the past ten days ought to 
show something encouraging, or the 
reverse, along this line. 

The record for the past twelve years 
shows three crop failures, four fair 
crops and five good crops, which ought, 
according to the foregoing statement, 
put the peach business in Georgia on 
a fairly good money-making basis. 

Here are the details of that record: 

1895—Good crop from small number 
of trees, as compared with present 
orchards. Georgia shipped about 900 
cars. 

1896—Complete failure; only 200 cars 
shipped. 

1897—Complete 
very small. 

1888—Good crop; 
about 2,500 cars. 
1g99—-Entire crop destroyed. 

1900—Good crop; state shipped 2,250 
cars. 

\90i—-Fair crop; some damage from 
wet weather; about 2,000 cars ship- 
ped.

Bullock was found to be 
the choice of his associates—for a full- 
fledged republican that old confederate 
soldier had become. Of course Mr. Bul- 
lock was elected. There has been talk, 
however. that he was counted in and for 
two years his life was one of much 
strenuosity. In fact it is doubtfi}l if the 
Empire State of the South ever had a 
governor who was kept quite so busy as 
was Georgia's only republican executive. 
To a close friend some years after in 
explaining his causes for espousing the 
republican .side in the po’Mcal question 
it is said he remarked: 


Reasons, Business and Political. 


“at that time there was no money in 
the south I was president of the Macon 
and Augusta railwoad. Money had to be 
had to inyprove’ that road, as it was 
practically useless. I had gotten money 
in the east\for the National bank of 
Augusta and I went back to get money 
to improve the road. But just about that 
time the trouble between President 
Johuson and the congress came on and 
when I applied to a financial man for 
help he said: 

“‘We prefer not to put money In a 
country where there is n@ stable gov- 
ernment. In fact from our standpoint 
Georgia is not yet back in the unfon. If 
you will go home and bring Georgia into 
the list of well-ordered states within the 
union you can have the money you 
want.’ 

‘And with no other end in view except 
the hastening of Georgia's recovery 
from the effects of the war I aligned 
myself with a number of progressive 
men and proceeded with the herculean 
task of reconstruction.” 

Immediately after qualifying as gover- 
nor the state road lease for a term of 
twenty years at an annual rental of 
$25.000 came before him. The measure 
was not a popular one except with those 
in the running, but it received Governor 
Bullock’s simpport and became a law 
and as history has since written iftself a 
precedent, The legislature elected at the 
same time with Governor Bullock was 
not in political accord with him.

In an interview before 
his departure tonight, Mr. Fish said:

“Some of the Wall street financiers 
have been suffering from acute fiscal 
stomach trouble lately, much to their 
discomfiture, if not surprise, and they 
must recover before they can renew 
their feasting. 

“Yes, I still retain my stock in the 
Illinois Central. ‘1 am not willing to 
admit that my holdings aggregate as 
much as is said—$3,000,000—but I have 
no objection to stating they are still 
intact. My interests could not shrink 
$6,000,000, but they. have shrunk. How- 
ever, I have not lost anything, and am 
able to report good health. 

“The financial strain has made the 
postponement of railroad improvements 
compulsory.” 

Mr. Fish wave an intimation concern- 
ing the object of his trip over the 
Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain sys- 
tem. He says the system is preparing 
to begin general reconstruction. 

Mr. Gould proposes expending about

Warning Was Given. 

The new pier was being built by the 
Baltimore Bridge Company and the Mc- 
Lean Contracting Company for the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, and was to have 
been used by the steamers of the John- 
son line. It was a two-story structure, 
930 feet long, about 500 feet of it being 
on land. The water end was built wpon 
piles on which a thick bed of concrete 
was laid, and above this rose the super- 
structure of steel. The water section of 
the pier was approaching completion, 
and was wnder roof. This section- wag 
Separated from the land end by a heavy 
fire wall of masonry. ; 

About !! o'clock this morning 
was heard warning cracklings, and the 
workmen were ‘being called to places of 
Safety, when, as many of them were 
Struggling through the doors in the wall, 
this collapsed, and with it 430 feet of 
the water end of the pier plunged into 
the harbor, carnying a number of men 
with it. 

Immense Wave Followed. 

A remarkabie effect of the disaster was 
seen in the shipping in the harbor. At 
the pier adjoining the wrecked structure, 
the North German-Lloyd steamer Cassel 
was moored, and on board her was a 
large number of immigrants. The im- 
mense wave that followed the plunge of 
the pier into the water lifted the Cassel 
high in the air, dashed her against her 
plier and crushed it badly, at the safne 
time tearing the steamer from her moor- 
ings and casting her adrift. The immi- 
grants were for a short time in a State 
bordering on panic, and two of them 
jumped overboard, but were rescued. The 
Neptune Line steamer Ripon was also 
torn from the dock, as. wag the Norwe- 
gian steamer Fortune, loaded with steel 


rails. 


FRENCH UNDERGRADS. 
They Take a Very Serious View of 
Their College Career. 
‘From Scribner’s Magazine.) 

Whoever has had much to do with 
American students must agree, I think, 
that their abundant energy is apt to 
exert itself in other fields than those 
where they are brought int6 profes- 
sional contact with their teachers. 
French students seem of a different 
stripe. They are alertly intelligent, 
serious to a degree which shames you 
into consciousness of comparative friv- 
olity, intellectually eneftgetic beyond 
reproach. But somehow, when you 
have been habituated to academic .n- 
tercourse at home they seem a shade 
inhuman. One can soon see why. It 
i¢ not that they lack humanity. In 
private life they are said to maintain 
the convivial tradition of ancestral 
France. But humanity and work are 
separate things, and to them univter- 
sity work is a really critical matter. 
They are not playing through three or 
four years which shall ripen them 
into something sweeter than tney 
might grow to be without this happy 
irterval between the drudgery of 
school and the strife of responsible ex- 
istence. They are assiduously prepar- 
ing themselves for .a career of intense 
competition. Their spirit seems quite 
to lack the amateurish grace 60 en- 
gagingly characteristic of undergrad- 
vate life in America. In _ contrast, 
they seem intensely, startlingly pro- 
fessional. 

In the best sense of this absurd 
term, no doubt. It is not that French 
students impress you as disposed to 
trickery or subterfuge. It is only in 
their whole relation to university work 
they take for granted that thev are 
occupied, not in the acquisition of that 
vague thing which we call “culture,” 
but in a very palatable phase of the 
struggle for existence. Their busincss 
as students is to inform themselves as 
widely and as accurately as posible, 
and, above all, to gather their infor- 
mation in some comprehensive system| 
That is why they are at the university. 
And they are enrolled under the fac- 
ulty of letters because they aspire in 
due time to become members of such 
an faculty, if possible, ultimately in 
Perig. So far as my observation went, 
there isa nothing at anv French uni- 
versity which takes the place of un- 
dergraduate life in Eugland or in 
America.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 27.—A tenta- 
tive attorneys’ agreement was reached 
today in the suits brought by the gov- 
ernment against the officers, members 
and agents of the National Association 
of Retail Mruggists, the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, the 
Tri-Partite Proprietors, the Black List 
Manufacturers, the Wholesale Contract 
Proprietors and the Direct Contract 
Proprietors. 

The suits were to be heard May 7.

Secretary Speaks fo Americus 
Club at Pittsburg, 


PLANT FRIENDS AND FOES 


Interesting Discussion by the Secre. 
tary on the Insects That Benefit 
and Injure Plan» lLife—De. 
natured Alcokol Is 
Discussed. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 27.—The annua: 
banquet of the Americus Club of Pitts- 
burg in honor of the birthday of U. 8S. 
Grant was held tonight at the Hotel 


Schenly, with Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson and Congressman Grant Mouser 
of Ohio being.the chief speakers. 

Secretary Wilson was the first speak- 
er of the evening, his topic being 
“Agriculture in Our Industries.” He 
said in part: 

Leguminous Plants. 


+ “The reclamation service applies wa- 
rf. Our problem is above the ditches. 
Wheat will not grow every year vn the 
same land as grass will, either with or 
without rainfall or irrigation. Our 
northern dry states require some legum- 
inous plant to rotate with wheat from 
a dry climate and from a cold winter 
climate. Agriculture succeeds perma- 
nently nowhere without legumes. We 
found new cloves, grasses, and ‘alfal- 
fas on the seventieth parallel north, in 
Siberia, suitable to our northwest, that 
will rotate with grain and avoid the 
necessity of summer fallowing. as is 
now practiced in that country. One 
crop in two years is poor farming. 


Insect Friends and Enemies. 


“We have friends and enemies in the 
insect world. They do not observe 
state lines, and when introduced into 
any part of our country the rest of it 
is in danger. Our animal loss from 
this source is very great. Just now 
two insects—the gipsy’ moth and the 
brown-tail moth—are spreading over 
New England; and if not checked they 
will infest the whole country. They 
attack the trees on lawn, street, and 
forest. The most effective weapon 
against an insect is its parasite. We 
have introduced many th®usands of the 
parasites of the insects mentioned, and 
they are doing their work. Our chief 
entomologist is now on his way to the 
Crimea for more nests of the parasites. 
When we are visited by an insect pest 
the first move is to ascertain where it 
came from, and then we brivg in also 
its parasitic enemy. We travel far 
and wide for parasites and have to be 
careful not to bring in the parasites 
of the parasite. 

“Other governments are taking up 
this idea. There is a disease of the 
dromedary camels in Algeria, the prin- 
cipal beasts of burden in that country. 
The Pasteur institute at Paris has

been investigating this disease and 
finds that it is caused by a microscopic 
parasite known as a spirochaete. They 
have discovered also that this micro- 
organism is carried by certain gadflies. 
They have further discovered that 
these gadflies are killed off by certain 
robber files, but that the robber files 
in Algeria are not active at the 
exact period when the gadflies are most 
abundant.

in the southern United States a large 
wasp, Known to the people as the 
horse guard, which Is an active de- 
stroyer of gadfiies. The life history of 
the horse guard was well Known to the 
department, its, exact breeding places 
were known, atd~arrangements have 
been made to dig up next June large 
quantities of the larvae of the horse 
guard at the time when they are about 
entering the pupa or quiescent stage. 
They are to be carried to New Orleans 
and placed in charge of one of the 
chief stewards in the cold room of a 
steamer going directly from New Or- 
leans to Havre. There they are to be 
met by agents of the Pasteur institute 
and carried to Algeria, where it is 
hoped they will breed, and, as their 
life period is approximately that of the 
gadfiies, they will produce such an ef- 
fect upon the abundance of the gadflies 
as greatly to reduce the possible car- 
riers of the dromedary disease, 
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Denatured Alcohol. 


“No more coal is being made, 
wood fuel is getting scarce, and the 
supply of mineral oils will some day 
It is high time we were looking 
about for sources of light, heat, and 
power. Other countries are doing this. 
Alcohol meets the requirements, and 
starchy plants yield alcohol. One of 
our explorers last year found the Si- 
berians at Tomsk growing a large va- 
riety of potato for the alcohol it 
vields. He brought back half a ton 
of them, which will be distributed this 
spring among the experiment stations. 
The southern cassava, yams, and sweet 
potatoes will yield alcohol, as will the 
sugar beet. Corncobs give !1 gallons 
of alcohol to the ton and sweet corn 
stalks 7. Many refuse plants will be 
used and much unmarketable fruit and 
vegetable matter. The farm is ready 
to supply heat, light and power when 
other sources fail. Many localities in 
the west suffer for fuel in winter when 
Storms are severe or cars are scarce. 
We have legislation to permit the 
making of alcohol without payment of 
taxes when mixed with something to 
prevent its use as a beverage—wood 
alcohol, perhaps. The time is surely 
coming when the people remote from 
wood, coal, or oil will arrange to grow 
plants rich in starch for their supply 
of light, heat and power. The present 
inquiry ts along the lines of economical 
new enterprises.

By im- 
provements in manufacturing processes 
satisfactory results have been accom- 
plished, and a large manufacturing 
concern is now building up a camphor 
grove of 2,000 acres in Florida, from 
which it hopes to make its camphor. 
This firm uses over half a million dol- 
lars’ worth of camphor every year. 
Camphor is now an oriental monopoly. 
We prefer the American monopoly for 
obvious reasons. 
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Cotton. 

“Cotton i{s preeminently the money 
crop of this land. It is the bone anc 
sinew of the south, and, of course, 
means much to the north. Naturally, 
the department has done much work on 
cotton. With an annual value of over 
$600.000,000, the crop is worthy of our 
most careful investigation.

“Agriculture is a creative force 
among our industries. The result of 
the farmer's work of 1906 was $6,794. -

We exported in 
1906, $!,718,000,000 worth of goods of 
all kinds, and of this 72 per cent was 
grown from farms and forests. Ani- 
mals and their products yielded $323.,- 
000.000, or 19 per cent, for export after 
supplying the home demand.

IVING in a tree top in midwinter {ts 
.: the way Charles Battersby is re- 

gaining health and vigor after a 
struggle with tuberculosis. 

Three years ago the spectre of the White 
Death laid its finger upon him. He was 
then working in a jewelry shop in Plalip- 
ville, Mass. A physician advised him 


to go West to the dry, bracing Rocky 
Mountain region. But Charles Battersby 
had little money. He felt that he could 
not afford such a trip. He decided to 
make a fight for life by living in the open 
air at home, 

His parents have a farm in an isolated 
spot in South Wrentham. It is a hilly

country and has plenty of fine trees, par- 
ticularly pitch pine, that give a balsamic 
odor to the air. Young Battersby, only 
twenty-one then, had read that this was 
the quality of alr best suited for the cure 
of consumption. 

He began the fight against his disease in 
avery simple way. During the day te 
did light work on the farm. At night he 
slept with the windows of his room wide 
open. Milk and eggs were his chief diet. 
He improved rapidly. But still be felt that 
he ought to get even more fresh air. Sum- 
mer nights seemed stuffy and muggy in 
his low-ceilinged bedroom in the farmhouse, 
He craved the sweetness of the outdoor 
air, and especially the smell of the pine 
trees. 

Meanwhile he had changed his occupa- 
tion from farm work to helping a neigh- 
boring carpenter, Louis Calston. A year 


he would build a house up In the tops of 
two pine trees on a little knoll. about & 
hundred and fifty feet north of the farm- 
house. 

Last Winter he drew the plans for the 
house and got the floor boards and tim- 
bers ready to build in the Spring. Early 
last March he began work on his odd tree 
house. It took him about a month to 
complete it, devoting his spare time to it. 

The two. pine trees he used as the diag- 
onal corner posts of the house. The trees 
are about 9 inches through at the butt and 
are 25 feet high, with great spreading 
branches and thick tops. Two-thirds of 
the way up, about fifteen feet from the 
ground, Battersby ran a stringer across 
from one tree to the other, on which to 
rest floor timbers. He cut two saplings 
and set them up as posts for the otber 
two corners. Then he laid the sills from

high duty on all the perfumery he brings 
into the Un‘ted States. In order to show 
that the American manufacturers can pro- 
duce as fine or finer goods it was decided at 
this meeting to hold a cumparative exhibit 
of American and foreign perfumes at the 
next anoual meeting in 1907. 

Little does the woman of fashion think 
how many men must labor, and how many 
quarterS of the earth must be searched be- 
fore she can put that extract on her dainty 
lace handkerchief. Has it the clinging 
oder of violet, delicate but distinct? Do 
not think that there is nothing but the es- 
sence of the little purple flower in the ex- 
tract. 

It is true that the essence has been 
extracted from the finest violets that the 
special soil of Cannes, France, can produce, 
and that this gives the distinctive odor toe 
the extract, but there are at least twenty 
different ingredients in the finest extract, 
taken from the animal and the vegetable 
as well as the mineral kingdom. 

The basis of the finest French perfumes, 
which sell for such seemingly exorbitant 
priees, is an extremely rare substance called 
ambergris. 


Unlike musk, it has no unpleasant odor 
of its own, and so is especially desirable, 
as there is no heavy, sickening smell in 
perfumes made with {t. Ambergris is an 
abnormal growth that is sumetimes found 
in the body of a certain gpecies of whale, 
but as it can only be discovered by chance 
it is almost priceless. 

There is musk from the little musk deer, 
and there are chemicals made from coal 
tar, all of which in proper combination 
make the violet triple extract of right 
odor and lasting quality. 

You do not smell the musk as md@sk, 
the civet as civet, but it is all there, 
and if any one of these necessary elements 
were lacking the extract of violet would 
not smell right. 

The civet cat, of Abyssinia, has contrib- 
uted his part to various bouquets in that 
queer looking and strange smelling ctvet, 
which is an exhalation given off by this 
strange animal, much as the skunk pro- 
tects himself from his enemies. 

This is the art of the perfumer, that In- 
directly he attains his object, making new 
combinations every day, experimenting at 
every turn to obtain the best odors in the 
most lasting form. He starts amid a be- 
wildering list of raw materials and add- 
ing a little of this and a little of that, 
he meets more than one failure before he 
Strikes the right chord. 

In fact, the perfumer is not unlike the 
composer. His materials are the keys of 
the piano, out of which he® must com- 
pose a harmonious and pleasing result if 
he is to succeed in producing a new and 
popular perfume. 

The identification of odors with sonnds 
ls a theory advanced by several inves- 
tigators, who have arranged the odors 
much as the notes on the keyboard of a 
piano, and laid down laws of composition 
something like those of the musical com- 
poser, but these are so technical that to 
the layman they are past understanding, 

The art of the perfumer is very an- 
clent and as widespread as humanity. It 
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probably started by accident, as have all 
of the arts. When a savage happened to 
apply his finger to the gum exuding from 
a great balsam tree and then put his 
sticky finger to his lips he noticed the 
sweet smell and taste. 

And thus history has gradually pro- 
gressed until to-day we live in the era of 
perfumery! If you are not sweet from 
head to foot, bathed, clothed and most 
delicately and deliciously scented with one 
of the favorite perfumes of the hour you 
are not worthy your fashionable friends’ 
consideration. 

The old order of having one particular 
perfume and on all occasions confining 
one’s choice to that is past, for the pres- 
ent is the season of multiplicity of sweet- 
ness, in which t.e charm with each suc 
ceeding day is variety. Nowhere heavy 
nes with strong insistence of presence, 
for it is to be understood that more than 
ever delicacy of suggestion in perfumes is 
the aim rather than for strong predomi- 
nance of any particular one. 


It is literally that from the crown of 
your head to the soles of your feet you 
must drift with the current in the stream 
of commingled sweetness that at the pres- 
ent is fairly Iinundating fashionable circles 

Your colffeur, after having been carefully 
dressed, is treated to a genera] light pass- 


et pad that, heavily: 


scented, leaves a delicious, lingering aroma 

o 4 hair, Acd whenever your feet are 
not actually in your shoes, the latter must 
be filled with daintiest of sachets, so that 
where removed again you thus literally 
tread under foot and cause to rise about 
you a delicate waft of perfumery. ‘ 

On removing your outer garments they 
must be put away upon silk-covered, 
faintly scented hangers. And when your 
ball gown is taken off the fine linen or soft 
India silk sheet thrown over it for the 
night must have attached to each corner 
a bit of perfumed sachet. Furthermore, 
each article of your lingerie, put away 


with large sachets, must, when donned, 
each have its tiny sachet of the same per- 
fumery attached for daily wear. 

And, of all things, if you wish to be 
exquisitely up to date with the smartness 
of ultra smart society, you must wear on 
your underbodice, just under the leftbreast, 
a wild rose, fashioned of softest satin ribbon, 
with the stameus delicately suggested in 
water colors. Beneath the heart of this 
rose there must be a diminutive sachet. 
Just this one rose. No more, This affords 
a ravishing suggestion to show through 
your muslin or all-over lace bodice. This 
idea of the eglantine sachet is prettily 
extended to the large ones to be tossed 
in the bureau drawer among the lingerie. 

Silkk sponge bags are cunningly provided 
with sachets and even the rolls on which 
veils are stretched and put away are scent- 
ed. 

In your bedroom and in your boudolr 
your. cushions must be properly scented. 
All this most delicately, for it must ever 
be borne in mid that nothing is more de- 
testable than an ovVer-scented person of 
apartment. 

Invading the library and drawiig-room 
the perfumery fad has actually communi- 
cated itself to the sturdy male creature, 
and, oddly enough, finds in him a more 
ardent devotee than is to be found in the 
ranks of femininity. 

It is the correct thing for this fashion. 
able man to be skilled in manipulation of 
the brass braziers among the live coals 
of .which is sifted faintly pungent per- 
fume of the Orient before carrying it the 
circuit of drawing-room and library. 

Again the masculine fancy calls for re- 
vival of quaint old censers from which 
when swting wafts of sweetness pernieate 
the apartment. Or by some preference is 
given to perforated bronze affairs of Japan- 
ese workmanship, which, sturdily stand- 
ing on their diminutive squat legs upos

When this platform was floored he put up 
the skeleton for the sides and roof, in 
much the same way that the frame of 
any house ifs built. 

But here the likeness to the ordinary 
house ceased. Instead of making a door- 
way in the side, he made a trap door In 
the floor. For stairs he nailed cleats 
across the corner post from the ground up, 
making a sort of crude ladder. To get into 
the house he would climb up the post, 
Swing in under the house, push up the 
trap door, and lft himself up onto the 
floor on his elbows. 


His Home Among the Pine Branches. 


For the roof and sides of the house 
Battersby decided to use white oilcloth. 
He covered the rough frame and gable 
ends and tacked it down taut, using tin 
caps as in fastening tar paper sides and 
roofing. The northerly and westerly sides 
or walls he also covered with ollcloth in 
the same way. The southerly sides and cor- 
ners he left open. He made oilcloth cur- 
tains, however, which hé could let down, 
as on a wagon top, in case of storms, The 
exposed sides he also covered with mos- 
quito netting, to keep out insects. A bunk 
at one end of the house and settees nalled 
against the side beams completed the 
house. < 

One thing more, however, ought to be 
mentioned, the windows—which are unique, 
Glass windows in an ollcloth house would 
have been out of place. 

But Battersby wanted the sun to shine into 
his house from morning till night, when 
the curtains happened to be down, so with 
the resourcefulness which is natural to 
him he decided to make windows of trans- 
parent celluloid, such as are used in auto- 
mobile canvas tops. He sewed these 
flexible windows into three sides of the 
house. These windows are buttoned on the 
lower side so that any one can be opened 
and the tree top dweller can poke his 
gun through abd take a shot at any pass- 
ing flock of birds. 

Reckoning up the cost of the house 
when it was done, Battersby found that 
he had spent only $18.85. Of this $2.50 
was for one day’s work of a carpenter 
io helping him put up the frame. The 
rest of the work he had done himself, Had 
he hired it all done the cost would have 
been from $40 to $50. The oilcloth had 
been the chief item of expense; thirty 
yards at 25 cents a yard, $7.50. The floor 
Loards and timber for frame cost $4; the

tacks and nails, $1.75, the mosquito net 
ting $1.10, and the transparent cell- 
loid, $2. 

For furnishings Battersby made a hay 
mattress for his bunk, and he brought out 
some couch pillows from his room in the 
house. Two or three camp chairs, a table, 
a lamp, an oil stove to cook his breakfast 
or supper upon, or to light up and dress 
by on cold mornings, completed the fittings 
of tae aerial house. 


In April Battersby began to live among 


the tree tops. He says he never knew 
what the real joy and exhilaration of tfe 
were till he slept among those pine boughs, 
breathing in that fragrant alr. No alr 
that can be admitted to a house through 
open windows, he declares, can compare 
with that which filters through pine tree 
tops. 

Charles Battersby now looks like a perm 
fectly healthy young man. He ts 6 feet in 
height and weighs’ 160 pounds, all firm, 
hard flesh. His cheeks glow with a rudy 
hue, and his eye is clear and brigot. He 
believes that he has completely overcome 
the disease that once threatened his life. 
But he is taking no chances. He is going 
to continue to live an out of-door life. He 
says that on some of the very coldest 
nights this Winter he may sleep indoors at 
home, but for the most part Se will stick 
to his tree house. 


Result of One Man’s Experiment. 


It is strange, he says, how little chill 
there is in outdoor air, even in Winter, tn 
New England, when a person lives out of 
doors all the time. It 1s the damp chill of 
closed rooms in a house and artificial heat 
which enervates the system, he believes, 
that make people sensitive to cold and sub- 
ject to consumption and throat troubles. 

Mr. Battersby says that of course he 
would have enjoyed the luxury of travel 
and removal to a dry climate, but, not be- 
ing able to do that, he thinks be has ac- 
complished just as much by staying at 
home and taking the fresh air cure right 
on the home farm. 

Bince he has taken to living In a tree 
house reports of it have spread far and 
wide, and he has received letters from all 
parts of the counfry. inquiring how to 
build such a house and asking all kinds 
of questions about his manner of life. He 
is at a loss to understand why his tree-top 
abode should excite so much interest. He 
says he supposes that the stories he bad 
heard of people sleeping on verandas and 
in tents may have had something to do 
with giving him the idea of living out of 
doors. But the tree house itself, he main- 
talns, was his own plan. He says he is 
going to continue to live In it indefinitely, 
that he never got so much pleasure out of 
life nor knew what real health was be- 
fore, and he believes if others would try it 
they would become as enthusiastic over it 
and derive as much benefit from it ag ke 
bas.

IN BAD SHAPE 


Reactionary Element Cause of 
Lack of Harmony, 


PREMIER STOLYPIN DEFIED 
—— 


Comptroller of the Empire, Who 
Wants the Duma Dissolved, Re- 
fuses to Resign at Request 
of Premier, and Appeals 
to the Emperor. 


St. Petersburg, April 27.—The lack of 

Aarmony ‘between Premier tSolypin and 
the reactionary wing of the cabinet cul- 
minated last week in an almost oper 
rupture and a reorganization of the min- 
istry appeared imminent. Comptroller of | 
the Empire Schwanebach, a reactionary 
cabinet member, who has been engaged 
heart and soul for the immediate disso- 
lution of the duma, already has received 
an intimatian that his resignation was 
desired. He has, however, appealed ta 
the emperor, declaring he woulg resign 
only at the express command. He still 
retains his portfolio,.although he is no 
longer admitte@ to the confidence of the 
premier. 
Nikolai Ii Voff, former member of the 
lower house from Saratov, and a regen- 
erationist, is mentioned as his successor, 
but it is doubtful tf he would accept the 
position. 

It is reported that Prince Vassiichtkoff, 
minister of agriculture, contemplates re- 
tiring. The prince accepted his present 
portfolio for family reasons. 

The retirement of M. Von Kauffman, 
minister olf education, has been rumored 
for some time pest. 

The reorganization of the cabinet, if 
carried out, would bring no change in 
policy; the discordant elements would be 
eliminated and nothing more. 

There will be but two sessions of the

TREATY OF PEACE I8 APPROVED. 


Salvador Formally Accepts the Con. 
vention With Nicaragua. 

San Salvodor, Republic of Salvador, 
April 27.—The treaty of peace signed this 
week at Amapala on board the American 
cruiser Chicago by representatives of 
Nicaragua and Salvador and Philip M. 
Brown, secretary of the American lega- 
tion to Guatemala and Honduras, was 
approved today by the government of 
Salvador. 

The treaty consists of a preamble and 
six articles. Furthermore, Nicaragua and 
Salvador invited the states of Central 
America to a congress to be held at 
Corinto for the purpose of signing a gen- 
eral treaty of peace and friendship that 
shall provide the compulsory arbitration 
of all disputes, thus putting an end to 
these conflicts between sister republics of 
Central America, This general treaty 
will supercede the agreement of a like 
nature signed previously at Corinto. and 
San Jose, Cos Rica. It will contain 
clauses providing for the furtherance of 
commerce and navigation between the 
states represented, unconditional amnesty 
to all America who took part in the reé- 
cent revolutionary movement in Hon- 
duras and a solemn obdligation to cele- 
brate treaties of commerce based on the 
interchange of conditions, as well as 
other matters of genera] interest to the 
states concerned.

London, April 27.—The Rev. Charlies 
Padfield, of the Congo Balolo Mission, 
who hag just returned from the Upper 
Congoo, has made the following interes‘- 
ing statement to a representative of ‘Reu- 
ter’s Agency: 

‘“r have been three and a half years 
on the Congo, mainly in what are known 
as the Abir and lLulango territories, 
which were visited two years ago by the 
Congo commission of inquiry. 

“The Congo administration has now 
taken the territories of the Abir Com- 
pany under direct control, andif you must 
know what in a practical sense ths 
means, 1 will answer that question in the 
language of a nntive chief to me; ‘If you 
call a leopard something else, does he 
become something else?

“On my return home I made a point of 
visiting Duala, in the German Cameroons, 
and New Calabar, in the Niger protector- 
ate, to see for myself how the adminis- 
tration works in those colonies, and more 
than ever did I realize, as I saw and 
roted the extraordinary and profound 
difference between the principles of rule 
in those places, that everything on the 
Congo is a nightmare of brutal despotism 
and cruelty.”’

MRS. J. K. OTTLEY WRITES 
INTERESTINGLY ON SCHOOL 


AND VILLAGE GOVERNMENT. 


The tenth annual conference for edu- 
Cation in the south, which met at Pine 
hurst, N. C., on April 9, was perhage 
more enjoyable than any of the for- 
mer conferences. There were between 
400 and 600 persons present, mast of 


whom were southerners. The people 
were brought together in a socia] way, 
and were able to discuss many vital: 
questions of interest which were not 
brought wp in the general conference. 
The subjects of principal interest under 
Giscussion were “Agriculture and the 
Sothern Farmer,” “High Schools and 
Secondary Education,” ‘Education by 
the State;"’ “The Task of the Neighhbor- 
hooé,’’ and “Women’s Work for Puwhlic 
Schools.” The last topic will probably 
be of more interest to clwh women than 
any of the others, since it is the first 
time that the (federated work of women 
has been recognizeq by the educational 
conference and a report requested. 
There were present three Georgia wom- 
@n who had been officially invited by 
Dr. Dickermen to make a report of 
women’s work in the public schools of 
Georgia—Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb, president 
of the Geongia Vederation; Mrs: Eugene 
Heard, dtrector of the Danielsville 
Wiodel School, and Mrs. W. B. Hill, 
Chafrman of the Georgia School Im- 
provemert Club. 

The woman’s meeting was held Thurs- 
day afternoon at 3 ovrilock, Mrs. Pat- 
terson, of Worth Carolina presiding. 
There-were at least fifteen reports to be 
made, which of course necessitated a 
time limit. It was decided by the 
chairman that each state be allowed 
fifteen mfnutes. As there were three 
represermtatives from Georgia to give 
reports, this only alloweq five mfnutes 
for each. Mrs. Heard reported the l- 
brary work which was being done by 
her wnder the auspices of the Seaboard 
Air Line Railroad. She showed that 
1,004 schools have made permanent tm- 
provements on their sahool houses and 
grounds, so as to obtain the benefit of

Mrs. Hill’s work during the past year 
has been a most interesting one. She 
travelea widely and organized a great 
number of school improvement clubs. 

It is hoped that Mrs. Hill will, at no 
distant day, come into closer touch 
with women’s clubs of the state, en- 
listing the interest of each club in the 
rural leagues nearby. Very much aid 
could thus be brought by cooperation 
between the two ladies. 

Mrs. Lipscomb, president of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs, re- 
ported on the educational work of the 
three model county schools maintained 
and supervised by the federation, lo- 
catec at Danielsville, in Madison coun- 
ty, Walker’s district, in Floyd county, 
and Cass station, Bartow county, and 
the proposed: school at Tallulah Falls, 
for which nearly enough money is al- 
ready on hand. It also included the 
work done in the school at Rabun Gap 
and for the State Normal school at 
Athens, this last no inconsiderable 
amount, the club women having con- 
tributed since !902 over $3,000 in schol- 
arships alone. This latter does not, of 
course, include the work of the Geor- 
gia Daughters of the Confederacy at 
Athens who have put between thirty 
anc thirty-five thousand. dollars in a 
dormitory at the State Normal, be- 
sides contributing a great deal of the 
furnishings. The daughters have also 
a like amount on hand for the Francis 
Bartow dormitory at Rabun Gap. Mrs. 
Lipscomb also reported the enormous 
work done by the Georgia federation 
in establishing study, loan, and gift 
libraries in years past, mentioning the 
2,000 additional books which were add- 
ed to the collection on library cay, the 
22d of last February, which are now 
being distributed in the schools.

KNOWLEDGE AT FIRST HAND. 

The aim of the Georgia branch in this 
year’s work has been to study concrete 
problems in al] the phases of education. 
To this end Deputy Warden McUlaughry, 
of the federal prison, wag secured for 
the April meeting to discuss illiteracy and: 
its relation to crime. The deputy warden, 
who comes from a family of experts on 
criminology, ig himself an authority on 
penal subjects. But in the place of giv- 
ing a technica] and statistica] disserta- 
tion of the subject, the warden did he«- 
ter. He invited the members out to the 
prison in order that they might See for 
themselves the workings of a great mote! 
prison, and by an inspection of the charts 
and records on file, investigate The bear- 
ing of illiteracy and pauperism on crime. 

From an institutional viewpoint, the 
Yederal prison is the most interesting 
place in Georgia. And. the inspection 
that the members made of the prison— 
of the great stone-sheds, where hundred 
of prisoners are tooling blocks of sfone 
for the new walls and buildings, of the 
shops, kitchens, infirmaries, cel] houses 
and the system of isolation cells for re- 
fractory prisoners—will not soon be for- 
gotten. The visit was a Ifferal education 
in the theories and practices of a modern 
and humane penal system. 

FIVE COUNTIES AND OTHERS. 

Commissioner Merritt's report on the 
schools of Coffee, Morgan, Rockdale, 
Union and Wayne should be read by the 
State at large. It is an excelleni manual 
on the subject of state illiteracy, in the 
reading of it one no longer wonders at 
the number of white adult illiterates in 
Georgia. In ¢ounties: were tome of the 
school buildings dispense wil? doors, or 
ceilings, or benches, or other parts usual- 
ly deemed indispensable to a normal 
bullding, where one teacher attempts to 
teach thirty-six lessons a day, or where 
the teacher admits her own inadequacy— 
it is not strange that the average of 
white adult illiterates is twenty-three in- 
dividuals in every hundred, as in the caSe 
of Union. Nor are these five published 
counties the most deficient in the state. 
A bad state of aflairs surely. But whose 
is the fault? 

AN ANTI-ILLITERACY LEAGUE, 

All the parts of the common school sys- 
tem in Georgia will be improved only 
when intelligent citizens realize the ne- 
cessity of such an improvement. Once 
this is realized, it will be accomplished. 
Therefore, a campaign against gtate iuiit- 
eracy and defective education should be- 
gin by enlightening the mass of citizens 
as to conditions in the state common 
schools. The commissioner of education 
is doing admirable work along this line. 
Every pamphlet and report issued from 
his office is startlingly educative ag to 
existing conditions. The commissioner 
gives facts as they are, however unhand- 
some they may be. Let us know the 
facts. Get the commissidner’s reports. 
A little wholesome shame concerning our 
deficiencies in this respect will not hurt 
us. It is only the superfiicia] state van- 
ity—the kind that says, “Sh-sh-sh, you 
must not talk of these things’’—that is 
retarding progress and hampering efforts 
toward progress. } 

For this purpose it has been suggested 
that a state anti-illiterary league be 
formed. The members of such a league 
would be those men who desire to see at 
least a common school education made 
possible for every white child in the state, 
and who believe that it is the duty of 
the gtate to provide such an education. 
THE COMMITTEE OF FIFTY CITI. 

ZENS. 

A committee of fifty leading citizens 
has organized ‘to discuss the educational 
needs of the state. This is most encour- 
aging. The fact that fifty men from the 
state meet and discuss plans to better 
educational interests is a far stride in 
the right direction. Such a committee 
is per se an anti-Uliteracy league.

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ROME’S PART IN THE STATE WORK 


(From the Special Forrest Edition of 
The Rome Tribune.) 


Glancing backward and recounting 
the splendid achievements of the 
progressive Georgia division, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, it is 
with a keen sensation of pardonable 
pride that the Gaughters of Rome note 
the golden link that connects their 
home city with the formulative period 
of every noteworthy movement of the 
state work. 

A cursory review of a file kept by 
a member of the N. B. Forrest chapter 
from the first printed records to the 
last issued, reveals Rome as a factor 
in this history making epoch almost 
from the day of the inception of the 
order. 

On November 9, 1895, upon the call 
of Mrs. L. H. Raines, first vice presi- 
dent of the "Jnited Daughters of the 
Confederacy, a goodly number 
ladies met in Atlanta for the pserpose 
of. organizing the Georgia division 
Mrs, C. Helen Plane was made presi- 
dent and in February issuea an order 
for a session of the division in, Augus- 
ta for the purpose of drafting the con- 
stitution and by-laws. At that con- 
ference fourteen chapters were report- 
ed duly chartered, with Rome seventh 
in the order of organization. 

The first formal convention of which 
printed records are preserved, was held 
in Macon in 1896. Two days were con- 
sumed with the business of the divis- 
ion and the conclave acjourned to meet 
in Augusta the following fall. 

Closely indentified with the 
tion of the association, Mrs. Hallie 
Alexander Rounsaville was chosen 
unanimously president at that meeting, 
and presided first over the Georgia div!-

The Oases of the Sahara. 

But I want to tell you something 
about the oases of this mighty desert. 
l have visited a number of them, and 
through convetsation with explorers 
and travelers of this part of the world 
1 have learned much about others. The 
Oases are scattered at wide distances 
apart throughout the Sahara. Often 
there will be none for miles and miles, 
and again they will pepper the rocky 
wastes as though the Lord had sown 
patches of green from out the sky. It 
is estimated that there are altogether 
something like 80,000 square miles of 
such garden spots scattered here and 
there upon this ocean of sand. 

Eighty thousand square miles' 

That means a territory twice as large 
as the state of Ohio, and one infinitely 
richer. Suppose that you could pick 
out of our country enough of its rich- 
est hot beds to cover Virginia and 
Kentucky, and patch them together. 
That will give you some idea of the 
extent of the oases. To appreciate 
them, however, you mjgist imagine them 
lying in the midst of a region larger 
than the United States, the rest of 
which is absolutely sterile. You must 
have them surrounded by sand rocks, 
boulders and all sorts of arid forma- 
tions. You must have no green of any 
kind for miles about but vast waste 
of blazing white, dazzling yellow 
eye-aching red. Off in the distance 
the mountains may be blue and 
change to a warm rose tint at the time 
of the setting sun, but elsewhere al] 
is arid and bare.

Tarla, which I also visitéd 
irty-mile horseback. ride over 
the desert from Beni Onunif. Tarla is 
one of many oases which spot here and 
there the branches of the Wady Saoora. 
It is found on the Sonsfane river. which 
unites with the Wady Gir near Igeli to 
form the Saoora, the latter flowing from 
there on southward and finally feeding 
the oases of Tuat. From here to Igeli, a 
distance of more than a hundred miles, 
the river flows so far below the surface 
that there is no vegetation whatever. 

Just east of Figuig the Sousfane comes 
to the surface in a trickling stream, 
and the result is scattered oases cover- 
ing a distance of several miles. These 
oases are so Narrow in places that one 
could throw a stone over them. They 
are often not more than one hundred 
feet wide, broadening out to three hun- 
dred feet or more in some places. Even 
there the river bed is often dry, but little 
pools of water now and then come to 
the surface, and near them are date 
trees growing out of the dry sand, most 
of which are loaded with frutt. 

Aa Tarla such palms run up and down 
the river bed or eight or ten miles. I 
rode at least six miles through them 
and that under bunches of ripe dates all 
the way. I stopped near a mud village, 
but which now deserted except at 
or harvest. Its people have moved 
across the desert to Figuig in order that 
they may be better protected from the 
brigands of the desert, although they 
still own and cultivate their little date 
arms and when the crop is ripe come 
back to their mud huts and mud tow- 
ers to watch them. 

The Vegetation of the Sahara. 

The Arabs say that if vou will thrust 
& stick into the desert ana water it you 
soon have a tree. I can easily be- 
lieve this to be so. The sands of the 
Sahara are wonderfully fertile, and if 
they could all be watered this would 
be the garden spot of the globe. As it 
is, the rainfall the whole region over 
does not average more than five inches 
per year. There are certain places on 
the highlands, however, which have oc- 
casional rains, and at certain seasons the 
water falls there for several days off 
and on. When this occurs vegetation 
Springs up as though by magic. The 
eround is. carpeted. with grass and there 
are wild flowers of many Kinds. The 
Arabs know of these regions and they go 
there with their flocks of sheep and 
Boats to pasture, coming away when the 
grass disappears. 

On my way to Tarla I rode through 
patches of thorn bushes scattered at 
wide distances apart. Such vegetation is 
found all along this part of the Sous- | 
fane, the motsture not being)sufficient 
for anything else.

The changes are such that the rocks 
Split and crumble under them. The desert 
winds are as strong as those’of the sea, 
and when the sirocco blows the sand | 
cits one’s face. It dashes the sharp 
grains against the rocks, and grinds 
them down, without the action of water, 
so that all the rich fertilizing materials 
lie wherg they fall. 

The oases will grow 
that is groWn in California. They have 
luscious oranges, -grapes, melons and | 
olives, and also apples, peaches, pome-| 
granates and pears. In the southern, 
Sahara they produce great quantities of| 
wheat, barlky, millet and scrghum, and | 
in the south tobacco and cotton. I see 
eggplants, onions, tomatoes and cucum- 
bers. for sale in the markets, together 
with peas, beans, turnips and carrots. 
The chief product, howéver, is dates. 

Millions of Date Palms. 

The date palm thrives throughout the | 
Sahara if it can only have water. It is; 
like wheat in our country, the money 
crop of every oasis and the chief sup-| 
port of the people. Indeed, an oasis 
is known, not by the number of its in- 
habitants, but by the number of date 
palms it contains, and its inhabitants 
are rich or poor according as the dates 
produced are good or indifferent. It is 
the date crap that loads the caravans, 
and it is the food of the people. The 
date is, in fact, the bread of the desert, 
in some places the people eat little else, 
and dates are fed to the camels and | 
even to dogs. Such dates are not like 
¢hose we have in America. They/are 
a sort of dry date, which can be stored 
away and kept for years. The dates 
sent to the United States are of a soft, 
variety, so full of juice that Ahey are 
often drained before they are packed. 
Other dates might be called table dates. 
These are delicious wen eaten fresh 
from the trees. We have them now 
every day at our dinner, and served at 
breakfast with the coffee and rolls. 
They are a fat yellow date, as sweet as 
sugar and as plump as a prune before 
it ig pressed.

The Oases of Tuat. 
Among the oases fed by dried rivers 


those of Tuat produce about the best 
dates, although their product is not so 
good as the dates of Tafilet, which lies 
at some distance from here in Morocco. 

Tuat.is now controlled by the French. 
It has Tuaregs on camels, under the 
employ of the Algerian government, 
patrolling it to keep order, and its peo 
ple have become peaceful and thriving. 

Tuat is not one oasis only. Lt is com- 
posed of five large groups of oases in 
the very center of the Sahara, compris- 
ing three or four hundred pretty states. 
It is ecatéered Over a region as big as 
Indiana, and it has altogether a popu- 
lation of 120,000 Arabs, Berbers and 
blacks. The people of Tuat govern 


Each oasis has its own officers, and al- 
together they are a set ¢@f little reo 
Publics with a united council over the 
whole, and all subject to the control 
of the French. 

Twat produces opium, tobacco and cot- 
ton and some wheat and barley. ‘A large 
part of its date crop is brought by cara- 
vans up the valley of the Saoora by 
way of TIgeli to the railroad at this 
point and shipped from here northwars | 
to Oran and thence to Burope. | 

These oases are a great center of the 
caravan trade.

a military necessity. About three years 
agOa plan was proposed to push the line 
on to Timbuktu, a distance of 1,100 or 
1,200 miles further. If this is done, the 
French will have a railroad clear across 
the Sahara, and much of the trade 
which now goes on camels to Tripolil and 
to the Atlantic will be carried over this 
road. The road is a narrow gauge, but 
it is well built, and it carries considera- 
ble freight. The trains are slow, but 
they are infinitely superior to camels, 
which make only 2 or 83 miles an hour 
and with which 18 or 20 miles ig a day’s 
journey. As it is now a great deal of 
the caravan trade of the Sahara has 
been diverted to the Atlantic. The prod- 
ucts of the western Soudan are carted 
up the Niger to Timbuktu ang Jenne, and 
thence sent overland to the railroad 
which the French have built from the 
port of St. Loufis on the Atlantic to 
Kayes on the Senegal river. That whole 
region is now controlled by the French, 
and there are French soldiers stationed 
in Timbuktu. The southern part of the 
Sahara is policed from that region, and 
the chief imports come from Europe via 
the Atlantic ocean fnetead of across coun.

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ARCTIC EXPLORER PEARY 1S PREPARING 
TO MAKE ANOTHER DASH FOR NORTH POLE 


By WINIFRED LEE WENDELL. 
“<M: JESUP’S announcement of 


my next expedition to the 

North Pole leaves but little to 
be saic. The Roosevelt this time igs to 
have her entire boiler battery of the 
Scotch type. Other work upon her will 
be only the effecting of repairs and 
some slight changes in detail to add 
to ner convenience. 

“The plan of campaign, the route, 
the methods, will be practically the 
Same as the last time, The expedition 
will start north the latter part of June 
if I succeed in raising the necessary 
funds for equipment ana supplies.” 

Commander Peary made this, his first 
Official statement, to me regarding his 
forthcoming expedition to the North 
Pole, and he has supplemented it with 
the following interview in which he 
touches upon some valuable and inter- 
esting points in connection with his 
last. trip—the trip upon which he suc- 
ceeded in planting the Stars and 
Stripes nearer the pole than hds any 
other flag ever wavea before. 

Although almost constantly lectur- 
ing upon his exploratory experience to 
enthusiastic audiences all over the 
country, and having written a detailed 
account of his experiences in his latest 
book, “Nearest the Pole,” the com- 
mander has by no means exhausted his 
stock of interesting information in his 
books or upon the lecture platform. 

The Man. 


As the writer, the lecturer, the man 
who stands highest in the history of 
exploratory achievements, Commander 
Peary is a well-known figure in the 
public eye. As the informal, kindly 
gentleman with whom one may visit 
a@s with one’s friends he is not so well 
known. It was in this latter light that 
the writer had the pleasure of seeing 
end hearing this remarkable man who 
has done more for America in polar 
exploratory achievement than has ever 
been done by any man for any other 
country. 

Commander Peary is a man at once 
gmentlie and forceful]. In his manner he 
is genial, responsive, and speaks and 
carries himself with a simple dignity 
which impresses one at once. Here, 
one feels, is a man who has seen and 
felt and lived among big things, a man 
who has wrestled with the elemental 
forces, whose perspective has been, as 
It were, limitless. He is reposeful, with 
the repose which comes to a man who 
has lived in the open—who has faced 
an infinity of land and sea and sky 
without so much as a leaf or a distant 
masthead to break the vast horizon. 
He speaks in a few words—but every 
word tells. He uses no extravagance, 
no superlative, because his subject is 
#0 great that only the simplest phrase- 
ology can convey its greatness. 

The first statement which Com- 
mander Peary made to me was so 
characteristic of, not only the man, 
but the American, that {t most aptly 
prefaces this interview. 

“It is not only our privilege but our 
duty to be the @iscoverers of the 
North Pole. 

“The natural boundary of the United 
States on the north ts the North Pole 
nothing else. In thig last expedition 
I have brought the Stars and 
Within 200 miles of the Pole, and I 
am fully persuaded that the conquest 
of those remaining 200 miles will be 
the glory of the United States. The 
Roosevelt, in which my last voyage 
was made, is the first American ship 
built for Arctic exploration. Construct- 
ed of American timber in an American 
Shipyard, upon plans which were the 
result of American experience, fitted 
with American machinery, the Roose- 
velt went north by what is known as 
the American route, as a typical er- 
fcan entry in the great interndtional 
race for the North Pole. So far: she 
holds the championship flag. She must 
not let go that flag, for its proper 
and permanent place is upon the same 
masthead from which flutter the Stars 
and Stripes.” 


Significance of Renching the Pole. 


To the question—That is the rea) 
motive, the biggest significance of 
reaching the pole? Commander Peary 
replied without hesitation: 

“The attainment of the Pole. spells 
national prestige. For three centuries 
some of the best men in the best coun- 
tries have devoted thefr lives to this 
quest and without success. The eon- 
quest of the North Pole is the last 
Ereat geographical prize which the 
world has to offer to adventurous man. 
For that reason I feel by every right 
that this great country of ours should 
be the winner. Once won there will be 
no future challenge. To the first con- 
queror belongs the spoils and _ the 
glory. Entirely regardless of any in- 
trinsic value, the discovery‘of the Pole 
will be as distinct a mile-stone in the 
history of the globe as was the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus.” 

But the scientific value of these ex- 
plorations, I suggested, must be of 
inestimable importance. What has 
been gained, so far, In the cause of 
science? 

“The efforts which have been car- 
ried on for the past three hundred 
years to find the pole,” said Mr. Peary, 
“have resulted in securing a _ very 
large amount of scientific material 
ana Information and of greatly widen- 
ing our geographical horizon. S8tiIl 
more important information !s yet to 
be obtained from the remaining great 
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unexplored area, and particularly in 
this case in connection with the Polar 
sea, the hyGrography of which is en- 
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tirely unknown. And yet, without in. 


any way desiring to detract from the 
value of such work and results, I feel 
that the great meaning of this con- 
quest lies not in thes. It is, rather a 
matter of national sentiment; and the 
fact that the North Pole is a trophy 
which the proudest nation in the 
world will be glad to win and wear 
looms very large to me.” 
What tes Beyond? 


And now for.the question which the 
world is asking—which yqu have 
doubtless pondered—and y pelle 
found the answer to, I said: | 

What lies beyond the point which 
you have reached? 

“And the answer to that question,” 
replied Mr. Peary, “is not the one for 
which the world is looking. Nothing 
abnormal or surprising—no revelation 
of marvelous geological formations 
will be found. The conditions existing 
between the pole and the farthest 
point reached by me are not likely to 
be different from those found in the 
last stage of my journey. There will 
be no open Polar sea, no Scemmes 
hole giving access to the center of 
the earth, no circular ice-caps; in fact, 
no physical conditions perceptible to 
the senses outside of the well known 
fact that to an observer at the pole 
heavenly bodies travel horizontal 
paths. 

“If there is land it will be similar t9 
other Arctic lands we know. If the 
pole is iocated in the Polar sea the 
characteristics will be similar to the 
the Polar sea with wirich we are fa- 
miliar. My personal impression is that 
land is not likely to be found at or 
in close proximity to thhe pole. But I 
should be very much pleased to find 
that my impressions were incorrect.” 

To what do you attribute the success 
of this expedition?—a question which 
naturally presents itself in connection 
with this last achievement of Peary’s 
—brought this answer: 

“The experience gained from fifteen 
years living in the far north was my 
most valuable asset. With the knowl- 
edge gained from my six previous ex- 
peditions I was able to avoid the 
thousand and one mistakes which are 
the inevitable lot of the novice. This, 
added to the knowledge gained in 
this trip should bring me, next time, 
to the desired goal. The fundamental 
features in all my work which have 
contributed also in this instance, have 
been the utilization of the Eskimo for 
the rank and file of my party. and 
the use of the Eskimo dogs for trac- 
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tive power. In this last expedition I 
had for the first time in my Arctic 
work, a suitable ship for the purpose.” 

The Eskimo as Peary Knows Him. 

And this brings us to the Eskimo. 
Just how valuable an aid did you find 
him? 

“One of the strongest points in my 
favor,” answered Mr. Peary, “a point 
not previously possessed by any other 
white man, has been my ability to 
utilize the utmost efforts and the en- 
tire resources of this tribe of Eskimos 
in carrying out my campaign. My Es- 
kimos were more than a mere source 
of information; they were friends.” 
An added warmth and enthusiasm 
crept into Mr. Peary’s voice. Here, it 
was evident he was touching upon an 
intimate matter—a matter not of 
things and places but of hearts and 
living beings—whom to mention 
stirred warm memories. “Friends—in 
the best, the test, sense. While to 
their ignorant and childlike minds the 
significance of my mission was a 
sealed book, they knew at least that 
I was bent upon a quest which was 
a matter of deep, personal interest to 
me. For that reason they went with 
me into the unknowable, willing to 
face danger, even death, if I might, 
through their aid, realize my hopes. I 
have never witnessed greater loyalty, 
have never seen the sense of self more 
completely subjugated. Hundreds of 
miles through unknown waters and 
upon treacherous ice, my faithful Eski- 
mos have gone with me into regions 
as strange to them as to myself. 
Alone nothing could induce them to 
wo beyond the border of their famil- 
lar regions; but with me as their 
guide, their “father,” they went will- 
ingly and unquestionably as children. 

“That the Eskimo is not without hu- 
man emotions of family affection and 
the sense of mutual helpfulness is for- 
cibly brought out in several ways—es- 
pecially through certain customs of 
the country. While he leads an essen- 
tially animal life—the fundamental 
motives for existence being, having 
enough to eat and be clothed with, he 
has the human mind and is capable 
OL genuine emotions of joy and sor- 
row, which we might attribute to him. 
For instance, when an Eskimo mother 
dies her child is not allowed to live 
but must be strangled, the theory be- 
ing that so long as it needs the moth- 
er’s special care it is kindness to 
kill it rather than to allow it to strug- 
gle through'its babyhood motherless. 
A cruel law, you say? When I tell 
you that the father does the strang- 
ling you will think it crueler still. 
And yet he suffers as keenly as an 
American father would. But like the 
stoic, he knows that it is to be, he 
is convinced that it is for the child’s 
good, and that suffices. I have had 
the Eskimo fathers tell me of these 
experiences with the hot tears stream- 
ing down their cheeks. 

Parental Devotion. 

“Another case which came to my no- 
tice showed the devotion of parents 
for an unfortunate child—a devotion 
which touched me deeply because it 
involves the patient care of a life 
time and actual deprivation. This son 
married and had his home, but. rheu- 
matism developed until he became 
helpless. His wife deserted him and 
married another man—one who could 
support her. His condition became 
worse, until he is now practically in 
a condition of living death. His en- 
tire body, excepting his neck and 
hands, is ossifying. When he be- 
came helpless his old parents took 
him back home and. cared for him. 
Each day when it was pleasant they 
would carry him outside the hut in 
order tuat he might see the world go 
by—the Eskimo world on parade is, 
so you may imagine, a not over-gay 
or hilarious sight. But it was the 
one bright spot in poor Tahtarhrah’s 
day. When I wanted his father to 
sell me his dogs for sledging purposes 
he refused because it would deprive 
him of the means of carrying his 
helpless son about. Each time: that 
I have gone north I have visited this 
faithful old couple. Each time the 
boy’s condition is worse. They have 
no hope for his recovery, or his ever 
being other than a helpless invalid, 
demanding thelr constant care. But 
they are faithful—and will be to the 
end. 

“The Eskimos have very interesting 
ceremonies _ connected with their 
death and burial.” said Mr. Peary, 
“and one sees strange sights in an 


kimo dies his grave is not heaped with 
flowers, not even with ice-land moss, 
nor is he laid away with the belief 
that there wil! be a resurrection of the 
body. There are no graves—that is 
no openings in the ground, for, of 
course, the earth is too hard to be 
broken. Stones are heaped upon the 
body, and beside these stones is placed 
his sledge, to which his dogs are har- 
nessed, then strangled. Upon -the 
sledge are laid his canoe, his weapons, 
all his personal effects, and especially 
everything which may be needed for a 
journey. For he is, sometime, going 
to come forth from the grave and he 
will need ajl these things for his 
journey to the happy hunting ground. 
It is not a spiritual sphere to which 
he hopes to go, but a material one 
where he will enjoy life in the same 
old way—with perhaps a little less 
trouble than the evil one and a lit- 
tle more of the joys of existence. 
When he emerges from the grave his 
dogs also will come to life and stand 
ready to convey their master upon his 
heavenly journey. 

“When the Eskifo woman dies the 
same proceeding takes place. Her 
sewing outfit. all her personal effects, 
her household utensils, and the little 
iron lamp with its supply of blubber 
oil, are placed upon a clod beside 
the grave and with the dogs, they too, 
await the resurrection of their mis- 
tress.” 

“Have the Eskimos no religion?” I 
asked. “Have they no recognition of 
a spiritual consciousness which will 
outlive the material sense of life?” 

“Beyond a firm, though hazy belief 


in a future happy hunting ground,’’ 


answered Mr. Peary, “the Eskimos 
have no religion. They have no be- 
lief in a spiritual cause or God, but 
they seem to possess a keen and very 
alert consciousness of the devil—whom 
to propitiate is one of their unfafling 
duties. Being, like the poor, even 
with them, the Eskimo thinks that the 
devil should be -treated with diploma- 
cy. Good angel, however, requires no 
such finessing. but is received and 
treated as an amiable and easy going 
guest, who, when he does come, is 
quite content to take his place with- 
out any special homage being paid 
him. 


“They have no written language, 
hence there is no Bible. Their re- 
ligion is, practically a bundle of su- 
perstitions handed down by word of 
mouth.” 

I asked: Would it be possible for an 
Eskimo to take any place in this 
country? 


“Were it not for climatic difficul- 
ties,” answered Mr. Peary, “we would 
find in the Eskimo practical and 
efficient workers in this country. The 
women would make expert seam- 
stresses. They are unusually capable, 
especially with their fingers. Their 
life necessarily makes them so, for 
in the far north one family must be 
self-supporting and independent of any 
means of support. The man and his 
wife share in the duties of making 
and supporting the home in all its de- 
tails. 


“Were the men to come to this coun- 
try and put to work they would prove 
themselves experts in mechanical arts, 
for they are, like the Japanese, natu- 
ral draughtsmen, skillful carvers and 
possess infinite patience. All this goes 
to show that, given proper environ- 
ment and opportunity, the Eskimos 
would make good and self-supporting 
citizens of the civilized world.”

TERCENTENARY 


HE oldest Protestant church in the 
S United States: will celebrate its 
300th anniversary this .year. It 
was in April, just three centuries ago, 
that the first company of Virginia col- 
onists entered Chesapeake bay and, dis- 
embarking at alittle peninsula to which 
they afterwards gave the name of 
Jamestown, ereoted the first building on 
this continent dedicated to the service 
of the Christian religion accoriing to 
the forms and tenets of the Church of 
England @®piscopal church, This year 
the triennial session of the general con- 
vention ef the Protestant Episcopal 
church will be held in Richmond, Va., 
and the occasion will be marked by a 
special celebration commemorating the 
300 years of Bpiscopalianism in this 
country. 
Celebration Will Be Simple. 
“This tercentenary celebration will be 
a simple one,” said Bishop David H. 
Green, of New York. “At the last ses- 
gion of the general convention, held in 
Boston three years ago, a special com- 
mittee was appointed, qgomposed of 
George C. Thomas and George W. Pep- 
per of Philadelphia, and niyself. This 
committes was empowered to collect 
what we have called a ‘missionary 
thank offering’ from the church through- 
out the United States, to be presented 
to the general convention at its next 
ession in Richmond this October. This 
offering is being collected by subcom- 
mittees appointed fn all the dioceses 
throughout the church in the United 
States, and when it is completed it is 
hoped that it will represent in concrete 
form the tribute of every member of 
the.church given in honor of its three 
centuries’ growth in this country, Fol- 
lowing the religious service at which 
this offering will be presented in Oc- 
tober, a masg meeeting will probably ¢ 
held in some public hall in Richmond, at 
which noted speakers will celebrate the 


history of the Episcopal church in the 
United States.

rector and certain elected deputies from 
the congregation represented the parish 
mittees have endeavored to secure an 
offering from every man in the church, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific.

“This was our church,’’ wrote John 
Smith, “until we built a homely thing 
like @ barn, set upon cratchets, cover- 
ed with rafts, sedge and earth, so was 
also the walls; the best of our houses 
were of the like curiosity; but for the 
most part farre much worse workman- 
ship that could neither well defend 
from wind nor rain.”’ The preaching of 
sermons in this church was not much 
favored by the colonists apparently, 
for John Smith adds: ‘The preacher 
did aske me if it weaye my pleasure 
to have a sermon;—-‘rée- said hee was 
prepared for it. I made answere that 
our men were weary and hungry and 
that hee did see the tyme of the daie 
was farr past—and that if it pleased 
him, wee would spare him till some 
other tyme.”’ 

Dean Hodges Story of the Church. 


The historian of the thank offering 
committee, Dean Hodges, of the Cam- 
bridge Theological school, points out 
that with this Jamestown settlement 
as a nucleus the Episcopal church in 
this country existed mainly in Virginia 
and Maryland during the seventeenth 
century, and was administered by com- 
missioners of the bishop of London.

Patrick Henry, Robert Morris and 
James Madison belonged to its com- 
munion. Most of the clergy, however, 
had come from England in mature life, 
and all of them had been ordained there. 
As a natural consequence the great ma- 
jority of them opposed the revolutionists 
and strove to uypholé the government 
from which their church had always re- 
ceived its support. 

The triumph of American independence 
wrought a complete change in the or- 
ganization of the ehurch. Prior to this 
it had been the “Church of England in 
America,”” now it became the ‘“‘Protes- 
tant Episcopal church of the United 
States,’ with a special form of govern- 
ment of its own administered by a 
‘general convention’ composed of its 
clergy and laity. The preliminary meet- 
ing of this convention was held in 
Philadelphia, September 27, 1785. The 
second meeting was held in the same 
city in 1789, in the same room in the 
state house where the national consti- 
tution had previously been signed, and 
where now the church constitution was 
adopted. 

Remarkable Likeness, 

Deen Hodges finds that these colnci- 
dences correspond with a remarkable 
likeness between the new national and 
church governments, which he thus de- 
scribes: 

“Bach was founded on a written con- 
stitution. Ey adopting this constitution, 
thirteen independent ecclesiastical prov- 
inces became the dioceses of one church, 
as thirteen independent colonits had be- 
come the states of one nation. Diocesan 
conventions answered the state conven- 
tions, and the general convention to the 
congress of the United S8States. The 
house Of clerical and lay deputies was 
like the house of representatives, and 
the house of bishops was like the sen- 
ate, except in the matter of tenure of 
office. The principles of rapresentative 
government controlled the church as 
they controlled the state. The congrega- 
tion elected the vestry; the vestry, some- 
times with the formal approval of the 
congregation, selected the rector. The 
in the diocesan convention. These repre- 
sentatives jointly chose the bishop. The 
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bishop and certain elected deputies, 
clerical and lay, from the diocesan cone 
ventions, represented the diocese in the 
general convertion. In that convention 
no change could be made in the constl- 
in the prayer book unless it 
enacted by one general con- 
then reported back to all the 
and then at the next general 
convention reenacted. In one respect 
the church was more democratic than 
the state; it gave no man executive au- 
thority. There was a presiding bishop, 
but no president. This likeness of the 
administration of the chureh and of the 
State cume naturally from the fact that 
the same men were engaged in the twe 
transactions.’ 
Laity Given Representation, 

The organization and form of church 
government, which was thus adopted in 
the first days of the American republic 
controls the Episcopal church today 
practically without modification. A radi- 
cal difference between ‘this “rnd hase 
Anglican form of government lies in the 
udimission of the laity to the councils of 
the church. Fifty years ,after the first 
general convention another great step 
was taken in the development of the 
church here, when it was officially pro- 
<laimed that “the whole church is a 
missionary society and every baptized 
member of it a missionary.’””’ From thig 
movement may be traced the beginnings 
of the great ‘institutional churches,” 
which are pointed out as being the most 
significant and increasing feature of the 
growth of the church today.

FEDERAL AID TO EDUCA TION. 


As much as Georgia has done in the edncation of her children, financially 
and through the adoption of carefully considered methods, in both of which 
respects we may boast of having outdistanced some of our neighbors, our 
state is still far from abreast of the accepted latter-day system of educational 
development which recognizes the necessity for and contemplates training. 
the child thoroughly along those lines which will prove of greatest use and 
value to the future citizen. 

Georgia educators have, sporadically, introduced these methods and estab- 
lished them with some success; but it is the infusion of them into the whole 
educational system of the state that is lacking, particularily in the rural 
schools which are handicapped by scant finances and not infrequently by a 
sluggish, if not a negative, local support. 

Thanks to the activity displayed by the Southern tiie Board, for it 
must be admitted that much of the energy now shown is due to the leaven 
it has introduced, we arc experiencing an educational awakening in Georgia, 
in which. other southern states are sharing, that promises important and far- 
reaching results. Tangible evidence of this is at hand, following the-recent 
meeting of the Southern Education Board at Pinehurst, N. C., wherein more 
than forty prominent Georgia educators and business men participated; in 
the gathering at Macon last week of the Georgia Educational Association, and 
in the cail issued by S. M. Inman, of Atlanta, for a conference of fifty lead- 
ing business men from al] sections of the state, to be held in the senate 
chamber in Atlanta, May 24. These are signs of a great forward educational 
movement in Georgia, in which those men best qualified to accomplish re- 
sults—the business men of the state—are to be pressed into service side by 
side with those whose talents are given to the details of the work. 

It is in the rural schools that we find the backbone and sinew of the 
state, and it is there that the greatest work is to be done. 

In a recent address before the Pennsylvania state board of agriculture, 
Hon. W. M. Hays, assistant secretary of the United States agricultural de- 
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Rufus B. Bullock. 

The death of ex-Governor Rufus B. 
Bullock removes from the scene of 
earthly action a notable and a pie- 
turesque character. 

Here in Atlanta, where he so long 
resided as a citizen, the news of it 
will be received with the regret that 
always follows the death of any mem- 
ber of that rapidly diminishing band 
who were the pioneers in the making 
of the Atlanta of today. 

While the strife of reconstruction 
will never be forgotten—and while the 
political upheavals of that frightful 
period, and their consequent incidents, 
have long since become matters of 
history—while Governor Bullock’s 
part in the stormy chapter was not, 
and never will be approved by the 
people of the stafe, there is no doubt 
tnat there are many features connect- 
ed with the Bullock administration 
that materially contributed to the de- 
velopment of the state. 

Governor Bullock contended to the 
last that every bond issued by the 
State under his administration repre- 
sented a just obligation of the state 
—that they were issued Strictly in ac- 
cordance with the law. and that the 
State having profited from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of those Bends, was, 
accordingly, obligated to pay them. 

So earnestly and go emphatically 
did he force this contention with 
every possible Opportunity, that we 
believe those who best knew him 
gave full credit to the sincerity of 
the motive prompting his argument. 

And yet it is the indisputable evi- 
dence of history that the state did 
not get value received for those bonds 
and that the reconstruction legisla- 
ture proceeded upon a 
plan to loot the state. 

Frankly, we do not believe that 
Governor Bullock was particeps crim- 
inis, except to the extent that dan- 
serous and designing men made cor.

It is to make the industrial arts, practical agriculture, the 
economics of the home, fundamental parts of the education of the child from 
the very beginning, adapting the system, of course, to the needs of a par- 
ticular section and community, even to the individual himself; to teach the 
child to do as he begins to know. 

True, an important financial problem is here involved, for great progres- 
sive movements necessitate expense as well as labor. This, of course, must 
be worked out. 

But to one feature of it, it seems, too little thought or consideration has 
been given. That feature is the necessity for federal aid in the advancement 
of education. 

The national health is: safeguarded in the pure food law and the system 
of national quarantine. Why should not the government at least contribute 
to the training of the mind of the youth of the country? The people pay an- 
nually to the government $800,000,000 in indirect taxes, $10 per capita of 
population. The federal government collects annually from the people four 
times as much as do all the states combined, whose total aggregate in direct 
taxation is but $200,000,000. 

Truly, the federal government is an expensive institution, but are: all of 
its expenditures properly distributed? Should it not include in its, annual 
budget millions for education, just as it does for armies, navies and expen- 
sive colonial possessions?

Before Anti-Jag Legislation of the 
States Will Protect Dry Coun.

Nashville, Tenn., April 27.—(Special.)— 
Governor Patterson's veto of the bill 


known as the anti-jug bill is, in full, as 
follows: 


“Gentlemen—I return house bil

“This bill prohibits persons, firms, 
conporations of common carriers from 
transportating liquors from any point {in 
this state to any other point of the state 
oo the sale of liquor is forbidden by 

‘Liquor is a subject of interstate com- 
merce just as articles of food and cloth- 
ing are, and no state can interfere with 
the free and unrestricted shipment of 
liquor from one state to another, and 
any attempt to interdict such interstate 
trade would be a violation of the federal 
constitutio: Therefore, the effect of 
thus bill is simply to. give dealers in 
liquors in other states rights and privi- 
leges without taxation, while the licensed 
liquor dealers of our own state, who are 
taxed by law, are denied the same rights 
and privileges. 

“In an effort to pass some law to 
Stop the jug trade you have simply 
passed a measure that not only will not 
Stop or diminish the transportation and 
Sale of liquor, but will take dollars an- 
nhually ang give to others who pay no 
faxes and who are not under the pro- 
tection of our laws, the money which 
would stay in our own state and with 
our own people. 

“A bill has been before congress for

FOR RAILROADS 


Accounts on All Lines to Be 
Kept in Same Way, 


EVERYTHING TO BE SHOWN 


Under Proposed System It Will Be 


Pessible te Tell Just What the 
Roads Do With Theiy Money. 
Potent Influence on the 
Fixing of Rates, 


By John Corrigan. 

Washington, April 27.—(@pecial.)—The 
principal developments of the past few 
days in the railroad situation are the 
meeting in Atlantic City of the account- 
ing officers of all the great railway sys- 
tems, the announcement that the inter- 
state commerce law convention will hold 
another meéing'in September to urge fur- 
ther railway legislation, and the petitions 
sent out Dy railroad supply houses urging 
a cessation of hostile attacks. 

The meeting of the railway account- 
ants, representing all the dig railroad 
systems of the country, is considertaz 
matters that will affect about 220,000 
miles of line. Professor H@nry C. 
Adams, who has been charged by the in- 
terstate commerce commission with inve. 
tigations looking to the creation of a 
uniform system of bookkeeping to ne 
adopted by all the rallroads of the coun- 
try, is meeting with the accountants. He 
will consult with them fully ang gecurs 
the benefits of their views in regard to 
this important matter, which has been 1 
ccntemplation by the commission ever 
since the passage of the railway rate bill 

Uniform. System of Accounting. 

The purpose held in view by the comm'ss- 
sion is to force the railroads to keep a 
clear, accurate and honest account of al] 
expenditures. It ts desired to have a 
statement of such character that the 
commission and the public generally wi!l 
know Wat disposition is made of tha 
funds of the railroads. It is also scought 
to prevent in the future the lumping to- 
ecther of vast sums under the genera] 
and entirely meaningless head of “‘sun- 
dries’”’ and ‘‘miscellaneous.”’ 

From the railroad standpoint a uni- 
form system of accounting would seem 
te be both reasonable and desirable. It 
will simplify the handling of matters that 
affect two or more roads. It will facili- 
tate the handling of freight claims where 
the adjustment of such claims depends 
upon the action of more than one car- 
rier. Finally, it will make possible such 
a statement of the roads’ condition ag the 
public can understand. This last result 
may not appeal particularly to the roads 
themselves, but there is no question bul 
that the investing publ{c is interested in 
seeing this carried outf and wil] be ben- 
efited thereby. 

Effect Upon Fixing Rates. 

Shippers generally will be interested, 
for the execution of this plan will have 
a very potent influence ypon the fixing of 
freight rates. The people have gained the 
impression, largely through admission 
made by railroad financiers themselves, 
that very large sums of money have been 
paid by railroads into campaign funds 
and for shaping legislation favorable to 
the carriers. If these items of expense 
were eliminated, it is plain to see thut 
the total deductions that must be made 
from the gross earnings of the railroads 
weuld be reduced by that much, ana 
there would be more money available for 
dividends and betterments. 

Also, if these payments, which are now 
charged to ‘“‘miscellaneous” expense, are 
eliminated, it will give a new turn to the 
roatter of fixing rates. As things have 
been conducted in the past, it wouid 
seem that the shippers. and the public 
have beeh taxed higher rates in order io 
‘urnish funds with which to buy up leg- 
islatures, contribute to campaign ex- 
pense and throttle competition. 


Will Urge Further Legislation. 

So much for the improper use of fundé 
by railroads in the past. That the money 
of stockholders has been used to “buy 
legislatures” is not only admitted, but 
calmly boasted of by one railroad mag 
nate, 

The Interstate Commerce Law conven- 
tion, being convinced that a concerted 
movement is on foot among the rail- 
roads to prevent any further regula- 
tion, has called a meeting for next Sep- 
tember to urge the necessity for fur- 
ther action in rounding out and com 
pleting existing rallway laws. This con- 
vention is a self-organized society and 
includes in its membership business men 
throughout the country, although its 
greatest strength is in the west among 
the grain shippers. Through its efforts 
the public sentiment was largely gene- 
rated which served to place the railway 
rate bill on the statute books. 

E. P. Bacon, founder and chairman of 
the organization, is spending the summer 
in Europe, but members of the execu- 
tive committee have consulted tegether 
and decided to call another convention 
for the middle of September in Chicago. 


New Source of Opposition. 

Opposition to further fegislation affect- 
ing railroads has recently gained some 
headway owing to the activity of con- 
cerns which furnish railroad supplies. 
Their business has been injured and 
they are taking up the cry for a cessa- 
tion of hostility to the carriers. 

A number of such firms have signed a 
petition now being sent out from Chica- 
go protesting agaifist further radical 
legislation. It is stated that the rai- 
roads have been forced to suspend prac- 
tically all n@w construction, betterments 
and improvements on account of the iIn- 
ability to secure money necessary to 
carry them on; that the wave of radical 
state legislation has ruined the credit 
of the roads and served to embarrass 
them. 

It is further set forth that railroads 
are making no new contracts for sup- 
plies further than those imperatively 
needed. The petition goes on to state 
that railroading, next to agriculture, is 
the greatest interest of the country and 
that the continuance of the present agri- 
tation will bring about a decided busi- 
ness depression, or possibly even a panic. 
In order fto avert this danger, which is 
said to be imminent, the people are 
asked to write their senators and con- 
greasmen “urging a cessation of hostile 


: railway legislation. 


-_—— 


Protests Against Increased Rates. 
The president has received from the 
Receivers’ and Ghippers’ Association, of 
Dayton, Ohio, a petition which he has 


j turned over to the interstate commerce 
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proms: in. which a protest is en- 
tered against any advance in rates at 


this time. 

The association sets forth the fact that 
the raising of rates, ¢ncrease of classif!- 
cation or minimum car load weights 
would greatly injure business and that, 
moreover, it is neither reasonable nor 
just. 

It is pointed out that the railroads new 
have more business than they can pos- 
sibly handle in a prompt and satisfac- 
tory manner; that their earnings are 
greater than ever before and that, there 
fore, there is mo foundation for an in- 
creg@se in rates, 

Recently the roads in Illinois and In- 
diana sought to add !0 per cent to the 
existing freight rates on coal and grain 
shipments, but the interstate commerce 
commission promptly made  arrange- 
ments to oppose it and prevent its en- 
forcement. The scheme was abandoned 
by the roads, though there was talk of 
taking the case to the supreme court. 

It may be safely said that the commis- 

sion will now oppose any effort at a 
general increase in rates. 
‘The rallroads argue that this is unfair 
and a one-sided policy, since the work of 
the commission is always to secure a 
reduction and never an increase. Lead. 
ing shippers answer that this is not 
necessary since the mads are very 
prompt to seize any opportunity to makg¢ 
@n advance tn rates. 


CZAR SHOWED SCANT COURTESY 


To the Conservative Peasant Mem. 
bers of Parliament. 

St. Petersburg, Aprfl 27.—The deputa- 
tion of conservative peasant members of 
the lower house of parliament which 
went to the tsarskoe-selo today, return- 
ed in a disappointed mood at the scant 
ceremony with which they were received 
by the emperor. They were not accorded 
a special audience, but were admitted 
to the presence with a big delegation of 
military men and constitutional demo- 
crats and were greeted with the usual 
perfunctory expressions of his majesty’s 
Pleasure at meeting his subjects. The 
emperor did not give the spokesman of 
the peasant delegation an opportunity to 
deliver the loyal speech which he had 
prepared, 


Cadets Leave Gainesville.

Washington, April 27.—Merchants and 
shippers of Montgomery, Ala., believe 
that the southern and western raile 
roads are giving competing cities, pare 
ticularly Mobile, Ala., and Pensacola, 
Fla., the better of it in the matter of 
freight rates. To obtain @ readjust- 
ment of the rates, the Montgomery 
freight bureau has filed a complaint 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion against the Loutsville and Nash- 
ville railroad and other railway com- 
panies in the southern and western 
territory in which it is alleged that 
the rates from Ohio and Mississippi 
river crossings, from Chicago, Kansas 
City, Omaha and other points are un- 
reasonably lower to Mobile and Pensa- 
cola than to Montgomery. The petition 
requests the commission to make a 
fair and equitable adjustment of the 
rates, in order to prevent the alleged 
discrimination against Montgomery. 


Gold From Cape Towa.

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MOUNTAIN GIRL TELLS 
OF TRAINING RECEIVED 
AT RABUN GAP SCHOOL 
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By ISMA DOOLY. 

O greater demonstration could be 
N given of the good being accom- 

plished by the Industria] schoo] at 
Rabun Gap, established in the interest 
of the mountain people of that vicinity, 
than a paper read by one of the girl 
students, at the recent commecement ex- 
ercises. 

In this paper is fully brought out the 
significance of the industrial education 
upon which the curriculum is based; also 
the desire of the young people to learn 
and their capacity to do so when they 
become impressed with the value of that 
form of education. 

The school was established by, and is | 
at present under the directiorship of) 
Professor Andrew J. Ritchie, himself a 
mountaineer, who, having acquired an'/| 
education, is making the object of his 
life’s work, the education of the people | 


of whom he is one. 

He is at present in Atlanta, soliciting | 
funds for the enlargement of the school} 
and its future maintenance. 

In a plain and straightforward manner 
the paper written by Miss Emma Corn | 
explains the method at present being! 
pursued in the school to give practical | 
education along industrial lines. 

“I can best describe this work of thé’ 
girls’ department,’’ she writes, ‘‘by tell- 
ing my experience in the work during 
the past session. 

Mrs. Ritchie’s Part. 

“At the beginning of school in Octo- 
ber, my sister and I were the only girls) 
here in the building with Mrs. Ritchie. | 
Her work in the class room occupied! 
S80 much of her time during the fall 
term, that We had to do most of the work 
of cooking and housekeeping. This, with 
our school work, kept us busy all of the 
time, but we managed to do it, and keep 
up oun studies. 

“At the opening of the school, the first) 
of January, there were so many girls | 
wanting to come to school that there’ 
Was no place for them to stay. Mr. and: 
Mrs. Ritchie decided to mane room for) 
them here in the building, as they had 
done for us, and give other girls the! 
Same chance we had. The only thing) 
to do then was to have all the class) 
rooms on the first floor, and have the> 
bed rooms, dining room, kitchen and) 
chapel on the second floor. This was: 
done by moving one of the class rooms 
down stairs into the library room. In) 
order to have two of the lady teachers | 
live here we screened off one end of the} 
chapel, and by doing this, made room| 
for them, and four more girls. 

“Mr. Ritchie was away in the mean- 
time, interesting people in a boy’s dormi- | 
tory and qa school farm. When hg saw) 
that it was possible to do this, he wrote | 
to Mrs. Ritchie to know if she could, 
manage boys on a plan similar to that | 
af girls, by having them live in the cot-| 
tages, and taking their meals at the! 
bullding with the girls and teachers, the} 
girls doing the cooking. The plan was. 
begun, and it was as successful as that’ 
of the girls. | 

“This is the way the girls’ department. 
has been made a success: They do all! 
the cooking and housekeeping under) 
Mrs. Ritchie's directlun, and the boys. 
get the wood, the water, and feed the | 
pigs and cows, besides doing other! 
work on the farm. The work is carried | 
On in a very systematic way. Each girl 
knows exactly what she is expected to 
do. Every Monday morning a schedule

The two girls who get breakfast 
wait on the table. Breakfast usually 
consists of eggs, toast, butter, sirup, cof- 
fee and tea, or sometimes meat instead 
of eggs, and occasionally outmeal.

“After breakfast two girls clear the 
table, two wash and wipe the dishes, two 
set the table and sweep the dining 
room, and two clean the lamps.

o'clock. After school closes, at 4 o'clock, 
we have an hour for study or play, but 
We usually study. Some times we do 
some work in the building, occasionally |

Wwe go to the garden and work. 

“At 5 o'clock two girls begin supper, | 
and at a quarter of six the large bell 
is rung for the boys to stop work, and 
come to supper. Supper consists of corn- 
bread, lightbread, breakfast bacon, hut- 
ter, sirup, milk and tea. This meal is 
managed the same way as breakfast and 
dinner. After the meal is over,’ the 
dishes washed, and the dining room in, 
order, the girls have an hour for recrea-| 
tion before study hall begins. During | 
this time we play ball, or some _ other! 
game out of doors. 

“At 7:30 o’clock the bell is rung for 
study hall, and five minutes is given for, 
all the girls to get in the room with| 
books and lamps ready for two hours’ | 
study. The three teachers here take | 
week about keeping study hall, and | 
helping us with our lessons. Sometimes, 
the boys come from their rooms, and, 
study with us to get help from | 
teachers. The plan of having all 


the | 
girls study in one room at night, under | 
the direction of a teacher, has proven te: 
be a good thing, because the girls have) 
done better work in their studies than | 
those coming from out in the commu-| 
nity. 

“At 9:30 o’clock we are dismissed from | 
study room to go to our bed rooms. At! 
10 o'clock the lights must be out, and| 
every girl jn bed. 

“On Saturdays we have our extra 
work to do, such.as sewing and mend-| 
ing, and sometimes scrubbing up. the’ 
kitchen, dinfng room, and pantry. 
Sundays, when the weather is too dis-! 
agreeable to go to Sunday school and) 
church, we spend the day very quietly | 
here. This is our schedule of work} 
from day to day. °° ° 

“The past week wea have given. the’ 
building, from the tower to the basement, | 
a thorough dusting and cleaning, except | 
scrubbing, and we will do this after | 
school closes. To have hired some one: 
to do this work would have been very | 
expensive, and the girls would not havé | 
had the lesson in house cleaning, which | 
will be very valuable to them. For ex-| 
ample, cleaning the windows. I had al- 
ways been used to doing this work with 
an abundance of water, wetting myself, 
and half the house. But this is the | 
way We are taught to do it here. After | 
the windows have been thorouginy dust- 
ed .and the corners cleaned out, a pre- 
paration called whiting, which can be se- 
cured at any drugstore is dissolved in 
water, rubbed over the glass, which is 
then polished with a dry cloth.

“Another thing which has been of 
greater Importance to me than any other 
course I have taken has been the course 
in cooking and sewing. We have had 
advantage over the girls in the commu- 
nity by putting into practive every day, 
under Mrs. Ritchie's direction, what we 
would learn at our cooking lesson. We 
have had the same advantages in sewing. 
Before I came here I had never cut 
and made a garment. My mother _al- 
ways telling me she preferred to doyit 
rather than be bothered with me. I have 
made, during this term, two or three 
shirtwaists, some collars, my apron, cap, 
and cuffs for cooking; have also made 
table napkins for the dining room, and 
dish towels for the kitchen, and have 
learned to work a very“good button hole. 
I think I have a good start now to- 
ward making my own clothes. 

“The training a mountain girl can get 
at this school in cooking and sewing, 
taking care of the dining room and 
kitchen, and of their own rooms, and 
the constant association with the teach- 
ers is all & most valuable education in 
itself. The plan is indeed a great one 
for the mountain boys and girls, and 
the only school in reach of us, where we 
can go and get an education, and earn 
part of our expenses by our work. There 
are boys and girls who are {n school 
now who are not able to go away from 
here to school, on account of the cost, 
and if it were not for this school they 
would have no chance of getting an edu- 
eation. Scholarships will be given by 
friends of the school away from here 
to students who are in earnest, and 
show themselves worthy of help. A girl 
can go to school here for eight months 
or thirty-two weeks for $48. Of course, 
this amount does not pay for all the 
teaching and training she gets, but she 
earns part of this by her work. 

“When a girl finishes the training she 
gets here, she can manage a home with- 
out servants. She can do her own 
cooking, sewing, washing and troning, if 
necessary, in a practical, systematic 
way, and most any Boy will want her 
to help him make a home, and as the 
song goes, she ‘will mind the dairy while 
he will guide fhe plow.’ ” , 

Help Needed. 

Though this young woman’s experi- 
ence, eloquent in its simplicity, would in- 
dicate that the schodl was most success- 
fully fulfilling its object, it mus* be 
remembered that~this young woman is 
exceptional; that comparatively few have 
the advantages that she and her class- 
mates have had, and that there are hun- 
dreds of young people in the district of 
which Rabun Gap is the center, who, if 
they had the opportunity, would become 


the same useful, enlightened class as that 


very small one represented by the 
pupils who have come under the Ritchie 
training. 

It is a hopeful sign that there are more 
applicants than the school can possibly 
accommodate, for there are the many 
people among the mountain people who 
have resented the school for the very 
purpose for which it stands, i. e., the in- 
dustrial training. 

They can not, in tftr minds, separate 
their ideas ofthe traditional forms of 
education, from those forms that are 
considered: the only ones for the training 
of the mountain people as they now 
are. 

When their children go to the school, 
and return without text books, but with 


|} a primary knowledge of how to keep the 


house clean, or how to cook bread, there 
is the objection made that they 
sent to school to ‘“Jearn things out of 
books.” 

For that reason, and similar ones,.the 
school has not received the genera] en- 
dorsement from the people that warrant 
its support, enlargement, or continued 
maintenance without outside support, and 
it becomes the difficult task of Professor 
Ritchie to obtain the necessary funds 
for the support of the sckool. 

The story, as told by the young woman 
student, Miss Emma Cross, is in the ha- 
ture of a strong appeal for the school, 
through which can continue a movement 
that may, in time, improve the condi- 
tions of a people that in their useless- 
ness to themselves and the community, 
are a burden, at the very time when 
the cry of more Jabor, more people to till 
the soil, and develop resources, is heard 
on the lips of the public, speaker, the 
philanthropist, and has become a hack- 
neyed subject inthe press. 

Needed by Mountain People. 

Industrial education, {it is claimed by 
those thoughtful and honest in their 
convictions, is the only medium through 
which this mountain people can come in- 
to their rights of citizenship, and it 
would seem the experiment of giving it 
to them would be an economic, as well 
as humane one. 

Pending the splendid results of what 
the optimists believe will be the result 

inunigration in Georgia—pending the 
acclimation of the immigrants that are 
to come, and meet the lory needed want 
of labor of all kinds, a chance might be 
given these mountdin people (who are 
not decreasing in number) through a 
system of industrial training, an object 
lesson of which is being worked out in 
the Ritchie school.
